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Tragical Hiſtory

STUARTS. 


N the Reign of Duncane, King of 
Scotland, who came to the Poſſeſ. 
ſion of the Scoriſh Crown upon the 
= deccaſe of his Uncle M:lcol;z» in the 
Year 1049. while one Bancho, Thane of 
Lochquaber (from whom the $:1:2rts defcen- 
ded) was. gathering the King's Revenues, 
within the bounds of his own Juriſ Action, 
and witnal ſomewhatſeverely puniſhing ſach 
as he found to be notorions Offenders ; it 
cauſed a Mutiny in the Country, and ſoa 
Conſpiracy was formed againſt Bazchbo, 
by a parcel of Riotous and "Lawleſs Fel- 
lows, who firſt ſpoiFd his Goods, and 
then aſſaulted his Perſon, giving him 
| Aa2 _ 
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many dangerous Wounds, fo that he had 
much ado to elcape with his Life : But 
ifſoon as he fake himſelf a little reco- 
verd, and ina conditioa to traver, It 
determined to repair t2 the Court, in 
order 15 require Satisfaction ſor the Da- 
mazes he had jnltained ; where, after 
he had made Complaint to the King of 
2c fame, and of the Indignittes that had 
been offer'd to hin, - heat length pre- 
vail'd to have an Herald ſent to the Of- 
tenders, to cite them to make their per- 
ſonal Ap pearance, for to anſwer to fuch 
Atatters as ſhould be laid to their Charge: 
But they, inſtead of complying with the 
Summons, entertain'd the Meſſenger firft 
with all manner of Reproaches; and 
when they had as deſpitefully uſed him, 
both in Words and Actions, as they 
could, flew him out-right ; and lo entring 
into a Confederacy with thetr Friends 
and Kinsfolks, as expecting to. he cald 
to a ſevere Account by an Armed Power” 
0M Li1C KIng, they choſe one. Mackdb-" 
{ for their Captain,who readily enongh. 
4 aced the Command; and ſhortly. af- 
ter routed fome Troops, ſent againſt 
em, under the Conduct of a Nobleman, 
whom they took Priſoner, and after wards 
jiew, with which Succeſs they were not 
+ little elated and fluſhed. 
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Hereupon the Ring call a chat to 
conſult what to do. anonsg WIIO.17 — Aﬀfurd- 
beth (fo tamed wPon the Stage ) was one; 
who exclajiming much againlt the Pre 
cariouſneſs of rhe Government, and the 
miſtaken Lenity of the King rowards 
Notorious Offenders, did notwithſtand- 
ing promule, that if they were pleaſed ro 
leave that Afﬀair to his and PZanciys Ma- 
nagement, he did not doubt but in a 
very ſhort time to glve a good account 
of the Rebels : Hereupon he and Ban- 
clo were Joynd 1n Commiiſſton ro go 
azainſt them, and in ſone time fer our 
with a Br dy of Men towards Lochquaber; 

The farae of whoſe. Approach itruck the 
Enemy with ſuch a panick Fear, that they 
Ultperſed 11 @reat Numbers, Icavirn 's 
their Captain Mactdonald a moſt deſti- 
' ute, who notwithſtanding with the ſmall. 
' Remains he had left with him, adventu- 
routly gave them Battle ; but bein? rout - 
cd, he fed for Refuge to an adjacent 
Caſtle ; ind finding himfſelt environn'd bj 
bis Enemies on all tides, and no way left 
for his Eſcare, he firſt flew his Wife and 
Children, and then laid violent Hands up- 
ON himſelf, co prevent, as he areaded, a 
feverer Puniſhment. 

1 his Rebeljion being thus happily ſup- 
preit by rhe good Cordut and Manag - 
ment of Aickbern and Bimbo, another 
more danverous Storm cid upon the 
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Meck of it, threaten Scorlzud ; for Sweno, 
King of Norwar, landed at Fife, with a 
puilſant Army, deſigning no leſs than to 
make an entire Conquelt of the King- 

dom of Scotland : D:w@icaue, to obvyiate as 
much as might be the Intentions of the 
Enemy, raiſes Forces with utmoſt Dili- | 
gence, and next to himſelf entruſted the 
Command of them with the two afore- 
{aid Chieftains, 1/ackberh and Bancho, who 
had but a little while befcre done him fg - 

x nal Service againſt his Rebelliovs Subjects. 

Near Calroſe the two Armies engaged, and 

fought for a conſiderable time, with in- 

credible obſtinacy, but at laſt the Dares 
prevatled, and the Scots were total ily rout- 
ed, and Durcaie fled to the Caſtle of 

Bertha, which Smweno laid cloſe ſiege to 

forthwith : Afackbeth in the mean time 

rallies and raiſes more Forces, to whom 
the King, by the Advice of Bancho, ſent 
word, that he ſhould not march to his 

Relief till he had further Orders : The 

King in the interim entertains a feigned 

Treaty of Surrender with Swco, and to 

elude the Matter yet further, ſent his 

Army, as a Donatlve, ſome Proviſions of 

Ale and Bread out of the Caſtle, but 

had firſt mixt both with the Juice of 

Banewort, a noxious Herb; which did fo 

intoxicate the Daniſh Soldiers, who feaſted 

Freedily thereon, that they general; y fell 

all faſt aſleep ; UPOn Which Mackberh had 

Orders 
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Orders ſent him to march up withont 
delay, and fall upon them, which he did 
with that ſucceſs, that the whole Army 
was ſlain, ſave the King, and about ten 
Men more, who with great difficulty fled 
to their Ships. But the At made 

for this Victory were ſcarce cold, when a- 

nother Daniſh Army, ſent vy Canntuc, TO 
the aſlliſtance of Swemo, landed at King- 
corn, which were alſo encountred by 
AMackbecrh and Bancho, and utterly 
routed. 

Some time after this, as Frchanay, Boe- 

thins, and other Scorch Writers retite, 
tho” in a diffexent manner, As Muckberl 
and Bancho, without any other Company, 

were 2going to a place called Foxes, where 
the King then reſided ; 1t fortuned thar 
they met three W onen upon the Road oz 
a very ſtrange Aſpect and Habit; one of 
them fluted Aackberh, Thane of Angus,

 #eylii.'s ſaying in his Scotia, that 1t. was 

ſtrangely foretold this Bancho, abovethrec 

hundred Years before it began to be ful- 
fll'd ; that he 1ndeed ſhould not be King, 

F but that out of his Loyns ſhould -come a 

Race ct Kings, that ſhould for cver rule 

Scotland. | 

This Apparition, for, ſo it was after- 

wards interpreted, made at firſt no great 

Impreſtions on the Spirits, either of the 

one or the other, ſo as that they made no 

other uſe of it than. to jear one another 

eicr and anon therewith; Baxcko tre- 

quently calling 47ackbetrh, - by way of T1- 

dicule, King of Scotland, and: the other as 

often enter taining him,with the Appella- 

tion of Fatier of many Kings; ti Auch time, 
which happened not long after, that the

; ion, Maclbeth was bomitifully inveſted 

by the King In all his Lands, Livinys and 

Offices ; which being interpreted by him 

35 a favourable Pr clave. and as It were a 

Freludium towards the Accompliſnment 
of the forcſald Prediction concerning him, 

it raiſed his Hopes mightily ; and he be= 

ZIns to ſet all his Wits on work, and to 

"hy oy all his Engines, among whom Bay- 

3 was Chict, w ho cAayo 11m all the Aſſi- 
ſtance 
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ſtance he could in his bloody Deſigns, 
tor to attain to the Crown ; whitch nor 
long after, by a barharous Patricide (for 
a good King is Father of his Conntry) 
he accompliſfd, having lain the king at 
Invern(ſs, or (as others write) at Borgoſ- 
vane, 1n the ſixth Year of his Keign, and 
ſo was forthwith crowned at Scoze. 
Mackbeth, to ingratiate himſelf with the 
People, without which, no Goverament, 


_tho' never ſo jult, can Jong ſub{iſt, gets 


{ſeveral good and wholiome Laws enacted 
for the publick Weal; Bur this was an 


effect rather of Policy, than any natural 


Diſpolition and good -Genius in him, as 


did afterwards'appear; and as T yrants are 


always : uncaſie, he was never ' without 
dreadful Apprehenſions that he ſhould be 
ſerved the fame ſawce himfelt, as he bad 
done by his. Predeceſſor,, and the Predicti- 
on foremention'd did 'not a little con- 
tribute thereunto,» eſpecially that part of 
t that referr*d to the poſterity of Zancks's 
attaining 11 time to. the poſſeſſion of the 
Diadem. And as nothing is more terrible 

to a wicked Uſurper than the T honghts of 
a Succellor, eſpecially without his own 
Line; former Contederacies ,for the attain- 


menr of rhe Supream Power. being now 


diſregarded, and quite effaced with rhe 
Cares to ſecure It; for inceed there 1 
but little Faithfulneſs to be CXPCCto 
from Aſlociates in Villany, be their mu-

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tnal Engagements never ſo ſolemn; he 
makes it his whole buſineſs to cnt off Baz. 
chm, who had been ſo inſtrumental to ad- 
vance him ( the very Practice of Richard 
the II. toward HenryStafford, Duke of Byck- 
#ngham) and therefore, in order to put his 
projected Deiten in execution, he 1vites 
him, together with his Son Fleance, to a 
ſupper, which he had prepared for them. 
Fhey ſuſpe&ing no Treachery in the mat- 
ter, made no f{cruple to come, and feafted 
merrily; and when all vas over, prepared 
29 return to their owr i odgings, but they 
were on their way GUnmther, witzout the 
Pallace-Gates, to prevent the fulpition 
of the King's having any Hand in it, aſ- 
hun hy ſev eral K uſfians, whom he had 
tMred for that purpoſe, who flew the Fa- 
ther outrizht ; But the Son, thro' the fa- 
vour of the dark Night, happily eſcaped ; 
1nd being ſenſible of the danger he was 
in if he ſtay'd in Scorland, from the Jea- 
fouſic and Malice of Mackberb, who, he 
was now fully ſatisfied, had contrived the 
Murder of his Father, tho? the other en- 
deavour'd all he could to ſupprets it, and 
make appear it was only a matter of 
chance, he fled into Wales. 
He had not been there long, but that 
iy grew into great Favour and Eſteem 
1 Trabern, Prince of that part of the 
! pi Y. call'd Northwales, but into far 


2 Feater Intl macy, and even to an unlaw- 
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ful Familiarity with his Daughter, ſo as 
that ſhe was got with Child by him; which 
at length coming to the Fars of her Fa- 
ther, he was ſo enraged with the Dit- 
honour done to his Farmly by this Fug1- 
tive, and ſo ſenſibly touch'd with his Vio- 
lation of the Rules of Hoſpitality, that no- 
thing jeſs would fſatiche him than his 
Blood, and ſo he flew him. T he Daugh- 
ter he alſo ſeverely uſed, who was at laſt 
bronght to Bed of a Son, whom they 
named Falter ; who, tho' but meanly 
Educated by his Grandfather's Com- 
mandment, did notwithſtanding prove 
to be a Perſon of high Reſolution, and 
expert in Buſineſs. 
This Walter having on a time happend 
- to fall out with one of his Companions, 
occaſion'd chiefly by the other's repr oach- 
ing of him, with his illegitimacy, and cal- 
ling him : altard ; he became lo enraged 
thereat, that he flew upon him, and flew 
him outright: But bethinking himſelf im- 
mediately of what he had done, with the 
great danger he was In, it he ſtay'd any 
longer in the Country, he reſolv'd to flee, 
4nd make the beſt of his way for Scotland, 
his Father's native Country ; where he 
had not long arrived, but he happen'd In- 
to the Company of ſome Engliſh Gentle- 
men, come thither to attend Queen Maz- 
caret, Wife to Milcolm, King, of Scotland, 
and Siſter to Edgar Aticline, — and 
right 
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(right Heir: to Fdwma;d the Confe Tory a 2nd 
behaiced himſelf ſo orderly, and with 
tch a winning Converſation, that he bc- 
came highly eftcem'd of them. This 
by degrees mad» way for him to attain 
the King's favour,who entertain'd ſo good 
an Opinion of him, that when in ſome 
time after, Tumults and ſome popular 
Diſorders had happen'd in the parts a- 
bout Galnway, and the adjacent Iflands, 
he thought fir to entraſt him with the 
Care of that Aﬀair; and }f7:ttr was fo 
RN ful in his Enterprize, that he quick- 
tv {nppreis d the Diſorders, flew the C 11- 
tain and Ringleaders of thoſe Commoti- 
ONS, and reduced that p mart of the Coun- 
try into a very good Dice; and Order. 
1 do not find the Kino ever reftor'd 
him to the Inheritance of his Grandias 
ther Bancho, and the Thanc!kin of Zochk- 
4wraber ; but however 1t was, he was 1o 
far ſatisfhed with his Conduct, ard fo fully 
lenſible of the Service he had done him, 
that he beſtowed a new Divnity epon Lim, 
which was that cf Steward of Scorland. 
{his was an Enoliſh cern), and rhe FEnni: {5 
frequentizs that King om fo much ar 
that time, by reaſon of their Concourſe 
LO, and Attendance upon Queen 7 largnrer, 
together with ſome other concurring Ac- 
cidents, might be tie occalion of rhe In - 
trroduction of it. It was no doubt a con- 
ſiderable power ne was entruſted with,

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Theft, but not in theFang,(that is,as we ſay, 
with the manner of It) there bein g no ſuffi- 
cient proof brought againſt him, he was 
oblig'd to purge himſelf by the Oath of ſeven 
and twenty Men, and of three Thanes, and 
ſo much ſhall ſaffice concer ning the name 
and office of Thane. To return therefore 
£0 our de{igned ſtory, you are firſt to note 
by way of Recapitulation the bloody Foun- 
dation that has been laid here, Tk the 
Grandfather conſpiring with HMackbeth to 
imbrue his Hands 1n the innocent Blood 
of Duncane, bis lawful and 11ghtful Prince, 
and that nor long done, when the ſame 
fate attended himſelf. and that by the 
contrivance of his ovn bloody Afﬀoclate, 
as a juſt reward of his Treaſon : Fleance 
the Son, upon this, forced to flee his na- 
tive Country; there ungratefully defiling 
that Prince his Daughter, who cheriſhed 
tim in his Boſom, but now as a Monſter 
of Ingratitude he rid his Country and 
the Earth of him at the ſame time, by a 
violent and tragical Death ; and laſtly, 
Walter the Grandſon, but baſe born, was 
forced to the ſame ſhift, as his Father be- 
tore him, tho? with a better Fate ; the 
one being under a neceſſity to forſake his 
_ native foil, to avoid bing barbaroully as 
well as ;njurioufl! murder'd by a jealous- 
headed Tyrant, but th: other to ſhun the 
Juſtice of his Conntry, that cried out for 
Vengeance againſt him for ſhedding of 
Blood. Walter 
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Falter being veſted in the high Office 
aforeſaid, left his Title and Dignity for 
a ſirnanee to his Family ever after, and 
from hence forward we find but little 
mention either of, him, or his Polterity, 
till the conteſt between the Bruce's and 
Balio!'s about. the Crown. of Scurlaud, 

which was above Two Hundred Years af- 
ter ; We ſhall-therefore 'only endeavour 
ro glve you the Genealogy, down to 
the ſaid time, that our Hiltory may ap- 
Pear to be all of a plece, and void of 
Breaks as much as may be. - Walter there- 
fore had a Son, named , Alave, who, as 
they ſay, follow'd Godfrey of Bulloon into 
the "Holy Land, in the Year 10099. Ales 
xander was his Son, who begat WalterStruart; 
ne had Iflue Ale under. whoſe Son was Johr., 
the Father of- Walter Stuart, that marry d 
the Daughter of King Robert Bruce, and 
begat on her Robert Stuart, call'd in the 
Scotch Chronology Robert the ſecond King 
of Scotland, but he was the firſt Sears 
that was advanced to the Throne of that 
Kingdom. But before we can fairly come 
to give -you an' exact Account hereof, 
it will be neceſlary to premiſe a ſhort 
Scheme of-the Conteſts between the ſaid 
Balio! and Brace, becauſe ſomewhat in- 

. \ terwoven with the Afair of this Fa- 
 mily.

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Upon the difaſtrous death of Alec an- 
der the Third, who broke! his Neck as 
he was gallopping his Horſe at Kimgcorr, 
over the Weſt-clift of the place near the 
Ser-fide, and left no Iſſne, but had only 
a Grand-child by his Davghter i in Norway, 
very young.and who died {oon after. Scor- 
land fell under an Interregnmm for the 1} pace 
of ſix Years . and nine Months, as / Bucha-

Szx, The Controverlie was tolled ip arid 
down by the Governors and NoB}es or 
the Kingdom for a long time ; but ar 
jaſt, upon ſerious deliberation, 1t was a- 
greed to refer the whole matter to the 
decifion of Edward the I. King of E;- 
oland, which he was not a little glad of: 
For reſolving to fiſh in theſe tronbled 
Waters he ſtirs up eight Competitors 
more, that he might ſurther puzzle the 
Cauſe, and at length wiin twenty four 
Councellors, half *cors, half Frnglif,, and 


-a great many Lawyers ſo handled the 


Buſineſs, that aftcr a great many cunning 


delays he ſecretly tempers with Brace, 
(vho was then concetv'd to hav? the bet- 
ter Right ofthe Buiineſs) That it ne wonld 
acknowledge r9 hold the Crown ot him, 
* he would adjudge it in favour of him. 
3nt he generouſly anſwering, 7h. he va- 
lued A Crown at p leſs rate, 077, for 7 1. 
wearing of the ſame, to pitt his Country un- 
der a Foreien Yoke. Edward tarns about, 
and makes the ſawe motion to B zl;v/, 
who did not ſtick to accept of it. 

 Balidl having thus gotten a Crown, as 
unhappily kept it ; for he was no ſconet 
inveſted with it, and done Homage Tn 
King Edward, according to Agreement. 
but the Aberthenys having flain Mackdrr?. 
Earl of Fife, he not only pardon'd thern 
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the Fact, but gave them a piece of Land 
that was in Controverlie þhetween 
them: Whereupon A7zcdff 's Brother be- 
ing enraged, makes a Complaint of him 
to King Edward, who ſent for him, uſed 
him ſo,that he made him riſe from his Sear 
at Parliament, and go to the Bar, and 
anſwcr for himſelf. He herenpon was 
{o enraged at this manner of Uſage, 
that when King Edward ſent to him for 
Athſtance againſt the French, he abſolute. 
ly refnſed it, and proceeded ſo far as 
to renounce his Homage to him: This 
incenſed King Edward to the quick, 
and ſo with an armed Power he haſtens 
to Berwick, where he routed the Scors, 
took and killd to the number of Seven 
Thouſand of them; among them, moſt 
of tie Nobility of Fife and Lowthiar, 
and ſome time after gave them alſo a 
great Overthrow at Dunbar, which oc- 
caſiton'd the immediate ſurrender of 
the Caſtle of the ſaid place into his 
Hands. After this he marches to 1oz- 
roſs, where Baljol was brought to re- 
lign vp both himſelf and his Crown to 
King Edward, all the Scorch Nobility at 
the ſame time doing him Homage : The 
Conſequence ' whereof was that, Baliol 
_ was ſent Priſoner to Londow, and from 
thence, aſter a Years detention, into 
France, But while Edward was poſleſs'd 
tf all Scotland, one William Wallace aroſe ; 
who,

who, tho' but a private Man, heſtirred 
himſelf in the publick C2! a0): :ty of his 
Country, and gave the Englijl {everal 
notable Foyls ; This brongir tins Ed- 
ward 1nto Scotland again with an Army, 
and falling upon Walace, routs him (who 
was overcome with Emulation and En- 
vy from his Countrymen, as well as 
power from the Enemy) upon which he 
laid by his Command, and never acted 
after but by flight Incurſions ; but the 
Engliſh Army after this being beaten &t 
Roſlin, Edward comes 1n again, and takes 
Sterling, and makes them all render him 
Homage. 

Robert Bruce, Son to the forciaid Brice, 
that contefted with Bal;ol! tor the Crown, 
was in King Edward's Court, and him 
the King had often proiniſed to put in 
poſſeſſion of the Crown ; ut Bruce ind- 
ing at laſt that all his promiſes. were 1l- 
Iuſory, and nothing but ſmozk; he enters 
into a Contederacy with 5 Job: Crummirn, 
{iirnamed the Red, how bo r14ght _—_ 
the Kingdom 'buv'be ing bafely betray'd 
by him to King Eaward, he had much 
ado to make his eſciþe ;* and when he 
was got into Seotland, the firſt t! ning he 


' d1d was to ſtab Cummir at Dy um{Cis, 


and then got himſelf Crown'd King ar 
Scone: Never did any Man come with 
greater.diſadvantage to the poſleflion of 
a Crown, or underwent greater Hard- 
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furps ty wo. ſake of 1t. He was beaten 
&Ver 2nd over by King Edward's Troops, 


 torced to five to the Highlands with one 


Companion or two, and to Jurk in the

and fo on to the ſixth and laſt, wher ein 
jhe accompliſhes it, and gets in; the 
King, who (as well as his Companion ) 
had all the while view'd the Action, ſaid ; 
Now let's act up, and haſten ty the Lowlands, 
to try our Fortunes once more; we have at- 
rempred it 1a five rencounters alread iy, and 


tail'd, but in the ſixth we ſhall prevail: . and 


ſo having zather'd ſome Force together, 
he advanced towards Sterling, where he 
cave Edward the Il. who was then King 
of E; agland, ſach a Defeat. as Scotland ne- 
ver gave the like to our Nation, and fo 
continued War with various Fortune with 
Edward the II. till at lait Age and Le- 
prote brought him to his Grave. But 
jone time before his Death he got the 

Crown 
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Grown ſettled upon his Son David, then 


a Child, and. for want of his having Iſ- 


ſae, upon Robert Stuart, his Silter's Son, 
and this by A& of Parliament,and the No- 


bles ſware to it accordingly, 


His Son David, of between eight and 


nine Years old, inherited that which ie 
had with ſo much Diſhculty and Dan- 
2er obtain'd, and wiſdom kept. He was 11 
his Minority govern'd by T hom Randol!, 
Earl of Murrey, whoſe ſeverity in puniſh - 
ing was no leſs dreaded than his Va: 
lour had been. honoured; but he foon 
after dying of Poyſon, and F4ward 7:.:- 
liol, the Son of Jokw, coming with a 
Fleet, and being ftrengthr.ed4 with the 
aſſiſtance of the Engliſh, and fome Rob- 
bers; the Governor, the Farl of ar, 
was put to the Ront. {o that Bat! maxes 


hmſelf King, and David was glad to 


retire into Fraxce: Amidit theſis Parties 
 ( Faward the III. backing OI Bal!) Scot- 


lid was pitifully torn, and the Zri:ces 1 
a manner extinguiſhed; till Robert Strarr, 
afterward King of Scotlaud, with the 
Men of Areyle, and his own Friends and 
Family, began to renew the claim; and 
brought the Matter into a War again, 
which was carry d on by Azdrey Aur-

fat.The Duke who knewthe purport cf the 
meſlage as well as himſelf, frames a fair 
and ſpecious ſtory to excuſe himſelt, as tho 
he were as Innocent of the fact as the 
Child Unborn ; And for a farther proof 
of 1t, urges his care to ſeek out the Per- 
petrators of that horrid deed, and that he 
had now at length made ſo far a progreſs 


in the matter ; "that he did not donbt but

if the King would be pleaſed to coin? to 
Edcaburgh, he ſhould be able to bring 
all the Oftenders. The King waio was 
then at a place called Byte, where tor the 
moſt part he ever reſided, tho he was very 
unfit to travel upon many accounts, anc!

ickneſs he had laboured under ; yet ſo 
great and eager a deſire he had to ſee his 
Son's death puniſhed, that he made a hard 
ſhiſc to get in a Chariot into Edexburgh.

When Kirg Henry bad read this Let- 
ter, he deliberated with his Council what

as his Priſoner; but yet in ſuch Ho- 


- Nourable State, that he could not have 


met with ſach- Treatment and Advan- 
tazes of a Princely and Liberal Edu- 
cation in his own native Country. The 
immature and violent Death of Prince 


David, as has been already noted, had 


ſunk King Roberi?s Spirits very low ; 
but when the dreadiul News of Prince 
James, being made Priſoner in England, 
reached his Ears, which was as he 
ſat at Supper, he had like to have died 
in the Arms of the Standerg By ; his 
Heart was ſo overpower'd ith Griet 
and Melancholy, as to admit oF no man- 
ner of Conſolation ; exclaiming againſt 
his hard Fortune, in marrying a Wo-

Annabel, by whom he had theſe Sons,

CXagger ated to the height, and was exc- 
cuted in this tremendous manner, On the 
firſt day, beivg ſtripped of 211 his cloaths, 
fave ouly bis ſhirt only, he was bound 
i:ſt ina Cart to an Inſtrument of wood - 
made liketo a ſwipe, with Ropesand ul- 
lies to the ſame, by which means they 
{,metimes raiſed him up on high into the 
Air that the people might ſee him, and 
by ſlackning of the Kope all of a ſudden, 
let him down with a ſwang diſ-jointing all 


his body thereby ; then they broughr 


lim to an open place, where al] might be 
SpeCtators and Crowned him with a red 
hot Crown of Iron, with this Elogium

ſhould ſtill continue 1n his Office , and 
tie King retnain in the Keeping of the 
Chancellor, as at fir{t : Sothat the tree- 
dom before tendred to him, and with 
which he feenvd to be well pleas'd, was 
nowfbur a meer illukon, being as much a 
Captive as ever. 

Andif the King was no better for this 
Agreement ; It proved fatal to the Eart 
of Dowelaſs : Both Governor and Chan- 
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cellor creading his power, now conbine

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have heard how Archibald Dowelafs 
had been ſent by the Regent into 


France, who hearing of this alterati- 


on at home, ſent one ' Simon Penning, 
an aQtive Perſon and one in whom 
he confided very much, to the King 
of England, to perſwade him, to let him 
to return home through his Dominions, 
which was granted ; for it ſeems 
King Henry was well enough pleaſed 
at the diminution of the Authority 
of ſo active a Perſon as the Duke 
of Albany, and at the change made 
in Scotland, fo that rhe Earl was en- 
tertained by him in a very Courteous 
manner, and diſmiſt Honourably. But 
his return did variouſly afte& the 
minds of the Scors, for ſecing all 
the Publick buſineſs now tranſacted by 
the Conduct of the Queen and the 
Earl of Arran, a great many of the 
Nobility, the head whereof were 
John Steward, Farl of Teamox, and 
Campell Earl of Argyle, taking It in

The King cut thus off in the flower of

the Nobles, that ſo ſhe might hide the 
meanneſs of his Birth, and the imperfecti- 
ons of his Body too, with the vail of his 
lofty Promotions; but care muſt be had that 
he ſhould be advanced by Degrees, leaſt 
he might ſeem to be but a poor mercenary 
Senator. The firſt attempt was made upon 
the account of a piece of Land, near the 
City of Edenburg , called by the Scots , 
Mslvil : The Owner of the Land, together 
with his Father-in- Law, and others that 
were beſt able to perſwade him, were ſent 
for, and the Queen dealt with the preſent 
Poſſeſſor to part with his Inheritance; and 
ſhe deſired*his Father-in-Law and Friends 
to perſivade him to it : But this matter not 
meeting with the defired ſucceſs, the Queen 
Look the repulle as a great Aﬀeont to her, 
and which was' worſe, David took it very 
hainouſly alſo.

Theſe things were ſpoken openly, but Men 
did privately mutter much worſe; yet the 
King would never be perſwaded' to believe 
it, unleſs he ſaw it with his own Eyes; fo 
that one time hearing, that David was gone 
into the Queen's Bed-Chamber, he came to 
a little Door, 'of which he always carried 
the Key about him, and found it Bolced 
on the inſide, which it never uſed to be : 
whereupon he knocked , but no body an- 
ſwered, and ſor he was forced to go his 
ways, but conceived great Wrath and In.

probable way 'to effect it was the difficulty. 
Whey that Conſultation had been managed 
for ſome days, others of his Servants, who 
were not privy to the Deſign, ſuſpeRing 
the matter, and there being evidept ſigns 
of it, went and acquainted the Queen 
therewith, and withall cold her, that they 
would bring her to the place where they 
were, and they were as good as their 
words, For to that end they obſeryed and 
watcht the opportunity, when others were 
| ſhut out, 'and the King had only bis Confi- 
dents about him, and ordered tt ſo, that

be Queen, as if paſſing through his Cham- 
ber.to her yn, ſyrpiized bim, w ith her 
Partizans: whereupon ſhe inveighed bitter- 
ly againſt him, and highly threatned his 
Domelticks, telling them all their Plots 


Were in vain, for ſhe knew all their Minds. 
and Actions, "and would remedy them well 
enough in due time. Things being brought 


to this deſpcrate paſs, the King thought fit 
to acquaint, his Father, the Earl of Lennox, 
with his fad Condition ; and after ſome 
Conference, they hoth concluded, that the 

.only remedy for the preſent Malady, was 


to reconcile that part of the Nobility which 
were preſent, and to recal thole that were 
abſent. Bur great expedition was required 


in the thing, becauſe the day was near at 
hand, wherein the Queen had reſolved to 
Condemn the Nobles that were abſent, 
having appointed a Conventign of the 


States for that purpoſe, againſt the Wills 


of the Engliſh and French Ambaſladors ,

About the ſame time did Queen Elizabeth 
ſend her a very obliging and long Letter, 
full of good Advice in reference to the 
preſent State of her Kingdom, and endea- 
vouring to reduce: her from - a wrathful to 
a reconcileable Temper. The Queen com- 
ing to underſtand that the. Nobility knew 
that ſuch Letters were come, and that they

if he- was choſen Prefidens by the reſt. of 
the-Convention ; And be :old thee plainly, 
the'Queen was reſolved to have them. Con- 
demned, that-it was in vain far any- of 
them to ſtruggle againſt it, and: befides, 
who ever did,” ſhould be ſure to: ;nage the 
Queen's Diſpleature thereby. His aim here- 
in was partly to confound+: the: weaker 
Minds berwixt hope and fear,-and partly 
to exclude the moſt reſolute out - of the 
vumber of the Judges Seleft, or Lords " 
tne 
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the Articles, or at leaft that: themajor part 
might be of ſuch a Gizzarl as to':-pleaſe 
the Queen ; and this audacious procedure 
and wickedneſs 'in ſo ;mean a Fellow, was 
feared" by ſome and hated: by 'all. Where- 
upon the-Ring, by his Father's Advice, ſeat 
to Fames Douglas and' Patrick Lindſey, .hus 
Kinſmen, the one by: the Father, andthe 
other by the Mochers ſide, whoadviſe with 
Patrick Rnven, an ableiman both for Afvice 
and Execution, butihe was. brought {o low 
with long Sicknels,; that for ſome months 
he could not get out of his Bed, However 
they were willing to truſt him, amongſt 
ſome few more, in a matter of ſo-great a 
Concernment. both by reaſon of his great 
Prudence, as alſo becauſe his Childrenwere 
Couſin-Germans to the King. But here the 
King was told by them, what a great Error 
he had committed before in ſuffering; his 
Kinſmen and Friends to be driven +from 
Court, in favour of ſuch a baſe Raſcal as 
Rizzo; yea, that he himſelf did in effs& 
thruſt them out of the Court with bis-own 
Hands, and ſo had advanced ſuch a:con- 
temptible Mufhroom, ſo as: that now he 
himſelf was abaſhed and deſpiſed of him. 
They had alſo much other diſcoutſeconcern- 
ing the State of the publick, and the King 


was quickly brought to acknowledge his 


Faulc, and to promife, -to aR nothing tor 
the future ' without 
Nobility:

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_ But thoſe wiſe and experienc?d Coun- 
{cllors thought it not ſafe to 'truſt the yer- 
bal promiſes of an uxorious young rmtian, as 
believing that he might be prevailed upon 
in time by his Wife, ro deny this Capitu- 
lation, to their certain Ruin, and therefore 
they thought ir adviſeable, to draw up the 
Heads of their Agreement in Writing, to 
which he willingly and forwardly ſubſcribed : 
The ſubſtance whereof was, That Religion 
ſhould be eſtabliſhed as ir was provided for 
at the Queen's return into Scotland; That 
the Perſons lately Baniſh*d ſhould be Re- 
calld, becauſe their Country could not well 
want their Service; and that David muſt be 
deſtroy*d, for as long as he was alive the 
King could not maintain his Dignity, noC 
the Nobility live in Safety; having all ſeC£ 
their Hands to this Schedule, wherein the 
King profeſſed himſelf the Author os the 
Homicide ; they preſently reſolved to at- 
{ tempt the Fact, both to prevent the Con- 
demnation of the Nobility that were ab- 
ſent, as alſo leſt delay might give an op- 
portunity to diſcover the deſign ; and there- 
fore, when the Queen was at Supper one 
evening, the Earl of Argy/e's Wife, and 
David, fitting with her, and that in a nar- 
row private room, and that there were but 


a few Attendants about them, for the place 


would not hold many, Fames Dowglas Earl 
of Morton, with a great number of his 
Friends,were walking in an outward Cham- 
bef, their faithful Friends and Vaſſals were

quiet the Tumulc, if any ſhould atiſe: 
he King comes out of his Chamber,which 
was below the Queen's, .and goes up to her 
by a narrow pair of Stairs, which were 
oP<n to none but himſelt z and was fol.

four or five Companions more at molt, and 


entring into the Cloſet where they were at 
Supper, and the Queen being ſomewhar 
moved at the unuſual appearance of armed 
Men, and alſo perceiving Rwven in an un. 

couth poſture, and meagre by reaſon ol his 
late Ilineſs, but yet in his Armour, asked 
him, What was the matter, for the Spe- 
&ators thought that his Fever had diſtur. 
bed his Head, and put him beſides himſelf; 


but they were ſoon convinced of that mi- 


[take, - he immediately commanded David 
to riſe and come out, for the place where 
he fat was not fit for him: The Queen 
prelently got up. and ſought to detend 
him by the interpoſal of her Body, but the 
King took her in his Aims, and bid her be 
of good chear, they would do her no hurt, 
only the Death of that Villain was reſolved on; 
and thereupon they haled David into the 
next Room, then into the outer-Room, 
and there thoſe that waited with Dowglas 

made an end of him with many Wounds, 
which was againſt the Mind of all thoſe 
that Conſpired his Death; for they had re- 
ſolved to Hang him up publickly, all know- 


jag it would haye bcen 2 grateful Spectacle 
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Report at thattime, That one Fohx Damiot 
a French Prieſt, counted a Conjurer, told 
David once of twice, that now he had fea- 
| thered his Neſt. it was time for himto be 
gone, and withdraw himſelf from the Envy 
of the Nobles, who would at length prove 
too hard for him, and that he ſhould make 
anſwer, The Scots were greater Threatners 
than-Fighters : He was alſo warned a little 
before his Death, That he ſhould take heed 
of a Baſtard, to which he replied, That 
as long as he lived, no Baſtard ſhould have 
ſo much Power 1n Scotlaxyd, as that he had 
need to be afraid of him ; for he though: 
his Danger was predicted from the Earl of 
Murray, the Queen's Natural Brother ; bur 
the Prophecy was ether fulhlled or eluded, 
by George Dowplaſs's giving him the firſt 
Blow, who was a baſe begotten Son of the 
Earl of Amgzs ; after he had began, then 
every one ruſhed in to ſtrike him, either to 
Revenge their own particular Grief, or the 
publick Concern, This was the end of the 
ſo highly honoured David Rizzio, whole 
Original and Profeſſion we have given you 
an account of before, and to which laſt, 
with fome other of the now recited paſlages, 
no doubr of it, Henry IV. of France after. 
wards alluded, when one in his preſence, 
Taking occaſion to extol the Wiſdom of 
King Fames, and caliing him by the Name 
of Salomon, he faid, TIYell be might be terme4 
fo, ſeeing he was the Son of David the Fidler.

to all the People. There was a conſtant 
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David was no ſooner killed, but a tumult 
arole all the Houſe over, for the Earls of 


Huntley, Athol, and Bothwell, who were to. 


gether at Supper in another part of the 
Palace, were ruſhing out, but they were 
kept within their Chamber by thoſe who 
gvarded the Courts below, and had no 
harm done tnem: When Reuvex, (who you 
ſee, was a prime Manager of this Aﬀair, 
and who did as it were five David his 
Death's Wound, by commanding of him 
out of the Queen's Preſence as aforeſaid) 
went out of that Privy-Room 1nto the 
Qiecen's Bed. Chamber, where not being 
able to ſtand, becaule of his Weakneſs, he 
ſat down and called for ſomcthing to Drink ; 
whereupon theQueen fell upon him with ſuch 
Words, as her preſent grief and fury ſug 
gcſted to her, calling him a Perfidious 
Traytor, asking him, How he durſt be ſo 
zmpudent as to be in her Preſence, fitting, 
whereas ſhe her {elf ſtood ; this he excuſed, 
as not cone out of any Contempt or wail 
of the Senſe of his Duty, but out of the 
weakneſs of his Body; but gravely and 
wiſely adviſed her, that in managing the 
Affairs of the Kingdom, ſhe would rather 
Conſult the Nobility, who had a concern 
in the publick, than Vagrant Raſcals, who 
could give no pledge of their Fidelity, 
and who bad nothing to hazard, either 11 
Eſtateor Credit; neither was the Fact then 
committed without a Pref! dent ; that Scot- 
{and was a Kingdom bounded by Laws, and 
"vas 
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was never wont to be govern'd by the Will. 
and Pleaſure of any one Man, but by the 
Regulation of the Law, and Conſent of 
the Nobility; and if any former King had 
done otherwiſe, 'tis certain he had ſmarted 
ſeverely tor it: Neither were the Scors 
at this day ſo far degenerated from their 
Anceſtors, as to bear not only the Govern: 
ment, but even the Servitude of a Stranger, 
who was ſcarce worthy to be thelr Slave : 
This Speech did enrage the Queen more 
than before; whereupon the coinpany de. 
parted, having placed Guards 1n all con. 
venient places for fear any Tumults ſhould 
ariſe. je 
In the mean time what was tranſacted ta 
tlew all over the Town, and as every ones _ 
Diſpoſition was, rightor wrong, they took way. 
Arms, and away they went to the Palace, 
where the King ſhewed himlelt unto them 
out of a Window, and told the multitude, 
Thar he and the Queen were ſafe, and that 
there was no Cauſe for their Tumultuous 
Aſſembly ; for what was done, was done by 
his Order, and what that was ſhould be 
known in due time, and therefore at pre- #: 
ſent every one ſhould go to his own Houle ; j'} 
upon which command they withdrew, ex- 
cept ſome few that ſtaid to keep Guard. 
Next morning, the Nobles that returned 
from Expland, taking the opportunity, offe- 
red to come to their Trial in the Town- 
Hal}, being ready to plead their Caule, for x 
that Was the day appointed, but none ap- ITY 
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pcaring againſt them, they openly proteſted 
It was not their Fault, for they were ready 
to ſubmit to a Legal Trial, and ſo-every 
one returned to his own Lodgings, The 
Queen, under theſe Perplexities, ſent for 


her Brother Murray, and after a long Con- 


terence, gave him hopes that ſhe would. for 
ever after commit her ſelf to her Nobles ; 
hereupon the Guards were ſlackened, tho' 
many thovght that her Clemency did pre- 
{age no good to the publick, for ſhe ga- 
thered together the Soldiers of her old 
Guard, and went through a back Gate by 
nizhr, with George Seatew, who attended 
Upon her with $00 Horſe, firſt to his own 
Caſtle, then to Dumbar : She allo carried 
the King along with her, wino for fear of 
his Life, was forced to Obey, When ſhe 
came thither, ſhe haſtned ro gather Forces 
rogether, and pretending a Reconciliation 
with thoſe that. were lately returned from 
Baniſhmeor, ſhe turned her fury upen the 
Slayers of David, and put out a ſevere Pro.

| finding no place for favour, and being tir-

Jedbargh, to hold a Convention, and Both- 
well in ſome time to Liddiſdail, where he was 
wounded by a High-way-Pad,and ſo was car- 
ryed to Hermitage Caſtle, in great danger 
of his Life; but when the News was brought 
thereof co the Queen, then at Bartbwick, tho 
the Winter was very ſharp, yet ſhe flew in 
hiſt, ficſt to Malroſe, then to Fedburgh, and 
tho ſhe received certain Intelligen ce there, 
that Bothwell was alive, yet being impatient 
of any delay, and not ableto tforbear, tho? 
in {ach a bad-time of the Year, notwith. 


ſtanding the Difficulty of the way, and the 


Danger of Robbery, ſhe put her ſelf on 
ner Journey, with ſuch an Attendance, as 
nardly any honeſt Man, tho? he were but of 
a mean Condition, would truſt his Life and 
Fortune to, From thence ſhe returned 
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agaln to Fedburg,and made great and diligent 
Preparation, that Bothwell ſhould be brought 
thither ; but here it wasthat ſhe fel] inro- a 
ſore and moſt dangerous Sickneſs, fo as no 
body expected ſhe would. have lived ; but 
ſhe recovered it, being deſigned for a worle 
Fate; when the King heard of her lllnels, 
he poſted to Fedvurgh, both to give her a 
Viſit, and to teſtifie his oþſervauce, by all 
the good Offices he could do. and NT to 
incline her to a better courſe of Life, hop- 
ing ſhe might: now repent for what ſhe had 
So as Perſonsin great danger are wont to 
do. But ſhe on the contrary, gave him. not 
the leaſt Sign of a reconciled Mind, - but 
gave a Charge, that no body ſhauld riſe up 
nor Salute him, as he came in, or to give 


_ him any Entertainment ſo much as for one 


Night; . but at the ſame time ſuſpecting 
the Diſpoſition of the Earl .of Murray, as 
courteous and civil, tampered. with ' his 
Wife, to make haſt now to fain her ſelf 
Kick, and 20 -immediatly to Bed ; that.ſo 
under colour of that Sickneſs, the King 
might be excluded from thence; yea, ſhe 
me It her buſineſs to enforce him to be 
gone, for want of Lodging, which he had 
plainly been neceſſitated to db, had it not 
been for one: of the Family of. the Frmer, 
who for very ſhame pevended a ſudden cauſe 
for his departure, and ſo left his Lodgings 
free for the King next Day : in the Morning, 
he was. commanded away from thence: t0 
Sterlix again, which Order for his return, 
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was the more' refle&ed on, | becauſe at the 


very ſame time Bothwell was carryed ont of 


the place where he Lodged, to the Queen's 
Lodging, in the Face of a!! the People; 
and tho' neither of them were well recover- 
ed, ſhe from her. Sickneſs, and he: from his 
Wounds, yet they Journeyed, firſt ro Kelſs, 
then 10 Coldingham, and next to Cragmiller, 
not caring for the Reports, thatwere ſpread 
of them by the way; and 'twas obterved, 
that the Queen in all her Diſcourſe, pro- 
felled: that iſhe.could never hve, unleis ſhe 
were. Divorced from the King y, andever and 
anon fald, a Divorce might eafty be ob- 
tained, 1f the Popes Bull 'wete recalled 3 
whereby leave, was given then to- Contract 
the, Marriage againſt the Papal Laws; but 
ſeeing this matter was not like:te- ſucceed, 
as ſhe expected, ſhe. left of: other. Methods, 
and. applyed her Mind wholly to his Mur- 
der. © 1] 

And as a Manifeſtation of her Afﬀections 
to Bothwell, and her Hatred to her Hus- 
band, when alittle before Winter, the Am- 
baſſadors of England and France, came to 
be Witneſles at the Baptiſimn of the Prince; 
ſhe ſtrove both by pecuniary and all other 
induſtrious ways, that Bothwell ſhould ap- 
pear the moſt magnificent of any among 
all her Subjects-and Gueſts at the Entertain- 
ment ; whereas her Lawful Husband at the 
Baptilin, was not allowed neceſlaries; yea, 
was forbid to come in ſight of the Ambaſlla- 
Cor; his Servants alſo appointed. for his 
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Daily Attendants, were taken from him,and 
the Nobility forbid to pay any. obſervance 
to him; Bur in her prefent carriage, and 
comportment in times paſt, by how mach 
the more implacable ſhe was towards him, 
by ſo much the more did the People pity 
him, by ſeeing a Young and an harmleſs 
Gentleman thus reproachfully uſed, and yer 
not only to bear it patiently, but even to 
endeavour to appeaſe her Raze by the Ser- 
vileſt Offices he could perform, that ſo he 
might gain ſome Degree in her Favour, As 
for his Apparel and Dreſs, ſhe threw the 
Fault upon the Embroiderers, Goldſmiths, 
and other Tradeſmen, tho? it was buta falſe | 
ſhamleſs pretence ; For It, was well known. 
toevery body, it was her doings. Whereas 
for BotbwelPs Ornament, ſhe wrought many 
of them with her own Hands; heſides the 
Foreign Ambaſſadors were adviſed, not to 
enter into any Conference with the King, 
tho' they were in the ſame Caſtle rogcther, 
for the moſt part of the Day, 

The young Gentleman being thus un- 
courteouſly uſed, expoled to the ſcorn of 
all, and his Rival honoured before his Fzce, 
reſolved to retire to his Father to Glaſgow, 
who as ſome conceived, had fent fot him; 
and that nothing might be wanting on the 
Queen's part to ſhew her accuſtomed Ha- 
tred at his departure, She took away all 
the filver Plate which he had uſed ever 
fince he was Married, and put Pewter 'in 


their ſtead ; beſides, ſhz gave him Poiſon 
bes 
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before his departure, that ſo the Evil might 
be more ſecret, if he died when abſent 
from the Court; but the Poiſon wrought 
ſooner than thoſe who gave it ſuppoſed it 
would ; for he had ſcarce been gone a mile 
from Sterling, when ſuch a grievous Pain 
took him all over his Body, that it was ve- 
ry apparent, his Diſeaſe was not uival, but 
fraudulently defign'd; but he no ſooner 
came to Glaſgow, but that the miſchief did 
manifeſtly diſcover it (elf, for there aroſe 
blue Puſtules. all over his Body, with ſo 
much Pain and Torment, that there was 
little hope of his Life; and when Fames 
Abernethy, an able, faithful, and expert- 
enced Phylician, was conſulted about his 
Diſtemper, he made preſent anſwer, that 
he had taken Poiſon: Hereupon he ſent for 
the Queen's Domeſtick Phyſician, but che 
Queen would not ſuffer him to go, fearing 
leſt his Skill might Cure him, and ſhe was 
not alſo willing that many ſhould know of 
his being Poifoned. When the Ceremonies 
of the Baptiſm were over, and the Com- 
pany by degrees gone home, the Queen 
was private with Bothwell, and ſcarce any 
other company at Drummond and Twllibar- 
ain, a Nobleman's Houſe, where ſhe ſpent 
ſome days about the beginning of Fanwary, 
and fo returned to Sterling, and pretended 
daily to go to Glaſgow, but at the ſame 
time expected to hear every Minute of the 
Kings Death ; and to prevent the worſt, 
the reſolved to have her Son in her own 
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Power, and that her deſign might occaſion 
no ſutpicion, they began to find fault that 
the Houſe wherein he was kept was incon- 
venient; that in ſuch a moiſt and cold 
place he might be ſubject to Rheums; but 
the true cauſe of his removal was far other- 
wiſe : for 'twas very plain, that the place 
whither he was carried, was far more ob- 
noxious upon the aforeſaid account, by be- 
ing icituated in a Jow marſhy Ground, ha- 
ving a Mountain betwixt 1t and the Sun. 
riling : whereupon the Child, ſcarce ſeven 
months old, was brought in a very ſbarp 
Winter to Edeuburg ; bur when ſhe there 
heard, that the King was recovered, as 
having overcome the Poiſon by the vigour 
of his Youth, and ſtrength of his Natutsl 
Conſtitution, ſhe renewed her Plot to de. 
{troy him, acquainting alſo ſome of the 
Nobility therewith. In the mean time 
News was brought her that the King de- 
figned to fly into Fraxce or Spain, and that 
he had ſpoke about it to the Maſter of an 
Engliſh Veſſel which was then in the Frith 
of Clyde: Hereupon, ſome thought that 
an opportunity was offerred her to ſend for 


him; and if he refuſed to come, ro kill 


him out of the way; yea, ſome offered 
to be her Agents in the thing, and. all of 
them adviſed that the Fa& ſhould be pri- 
vately committed, and that it ſhould be 
haſtened before he was perfe&ly recovered 
of his Illneſs. The Queen having already 
gotten her Son into her Poſleſſion, that - 
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might alſo have her Husband in'her Power, 
though not as yet agreed in the defign how 
he ſhould be made away, reſolved to go to 
Glaſrnow, having, as ſhe imagined, ſuffici- 


ently cleared her ſelf from his former ſuf. 


picions, by many kind Letters ſhe had late- 
ly ſent him but her Words and Deeds 
were not both of a piece, for ſhe took al- 
molt none with her in her Retinue but the 
Hamilton's, and other Hereditary Enemics 
of the King. In the mean time ſhe com- 
mits to BothwelPs Care to do what was Con. 
tributary to the Deſign at 'Edenbarg, for 
that place ſeemed moſt convenient for them 
to act this Helliſh Tragedy, and alſo to 
conceal the Fact when *rwas perpetrated. 
For there being a great Aſſembly of the 
Nobles, the ſuſpicion mizht be put off from 
one to another, and ſo divided between 
many. And now when the Queen had 
ttied all the ways ſhe could to diſſemble her 
Hatred, at laſt by many Chidings, Com- 
plaints ard Lamemtations , ſhe conld yet 
ſcarce make him believe, that ſhe was re- 
conciled to him ; but comply he does, and 
1, though hardly yet recovered trom his 
Sickneſs, was brought in a Lrieter to Eden- 
barg, to the fatal place defigned for his 
Murther, which Bothwell, in the Queen's 
abſence, had undertaken ro provide ; and 
that ?ewas an Houſe that had not been Tn- 
habited for ſome years before, near the 
City Walls in a loneſome ſalitary place, 
beneath the Ruins of two Qhurches, where 
No 
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no clamour or out-cry could . be heard; 
thither he was thruſt with a few Atten- 
dants only : for the moſt of them (being 
ſuch as the Queen had put upoa him, 'ra. 
ther as Spies than Servants) were departed, 
as foreknowing the approaching danger; 
and thoſe that remained could not get the 
Keys of the Door from the Harbingers 
that provided the Lodgings. 

The Queen amid(t all this Tnpiety, was 
mighty ſollicitous to have all the Suſpicion 
thereof averted from her ſelt, and her Difli 
mulation had proceeded ſo far, that the King 
was now fully perſwaded there was a firm Re- 
concilement between them; ſo that he ſent 
Letters to his Father, wlio ſtayd b-hind 
Sick at Glaſcow, giving him great Hopes 
and Aſlurance, that the Queen was now ſin- 
cerely his, and commemoratiag her many 
good Offices towards him, he now promil- 
eth himſelf there would be a change of all 
taings fr the better. And as he was writ- 
122 theſe Letters, the Queen came in on a 
ſudden; and Reading of them, ſhe gave 
him many Kiſles and kind Einoraces, telling 
him withal, that ſight mighttiy pleaſed her, 
in that now ſhe diſcerned there wasno Cloud 
of Suſpicion hovering over iis Mind, 
Things being thus well ſecured on that ſide, 
her next Care was to contrive, as much as 
pollible, to caſt this Guilt upon another; 
and therefore ſhe ſent for her Brother the 
Earl of Murray, who had lately got leave, 
ang was going tO St. Andrews, to viſit his 

| Wits, 
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Wife, who lay there (as he heard, ) dange- 
rouſly Ill; for beſides the danger of Child- 
bearing, ſhe had Puſtles, that roſe all over 
her Body, with a violent Feaver, The 
cauſe of her -detaining him ſhe pretende4 
to:be, that ſhe might Konourably diſmiſs 
the Duke of S2vsy's Ambaſlador, who came 
too late to the Princeſs's Baptiſm ; but tho? 
this ſeemed a very mean pretence to take 
him off from ſo juſt and neceſſacy a Duty, 
yet he obey*d ; in the Interim, the Queea 
every Day made her Viſits tothe King, and 
reconciled him to Bothwell, whom ſhe, by all 
means'in the World, deſired to be out of 
Gun-ſhot, of any the leaſt Suſpicion : She 
made him large promiſes of her Afﬀections 
for the future , which over Officious-carriage, 
tho ſuſpe&ed by all, yet no Man was ſo 
bold as to adviſe the King of his danger, in 
regard he was wont to tell the Queea all 
that he heard, to Inſinuate himſelf the more 
into her favour ; only Robert the Queen's 
Brother, moved either with the Horridneſs 
of the Fact, or with pity to the Young Gen- 
tleman, took the Boldnels to acquaint him 
of his Wives Plot againſt him, but on this 
Condition, that he would keep itto himſelf, 
and provide for his own ſafety, the beit he 
could. Butthe King did for all that reveal 
1t to the Queen, according to his Cuſtom, 
whereupon Robert was ſent for, but he ſtout- 
ly deny'd it, fo that they gave one another 
the Lie, and were laying their Hands on 


their Swerds; now the Queen was glad to 
N n ſee, 
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ſee, that her Deſigns were likely to have ſo 
good a Concluſion, and therefore ſhe calls 
tor her Brother Fames, as it he were to 
decide the Controyeriie, but the Truth was, 
that he alſo upon that Accufation, might 
be cut off; there was no body elle preſent 
bur Butbwell, who was. ſo far from keeping 
of them fiom going together by the Ears, 
that ke would rather heve killed him, that 
had the wor it of the Combat, as plainly ap- 
pear. d by bis taying, there was no-reaſon 
Fames ſhould be ſent for, in ſuch haſt, to 
keep thoſe from Dueling, who, whatlo- 
ever they preceded, had no fuch inclicati; 
on toir. When this ſtir was quiered, .the

Cardinal 
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Cardinal of Lorraiz for the Summer before, 
having by her Unkle deſired a Sum of Mo- 
ney of the Pope, for Levying an Army codi- 
ſturb the State of Religion in Britain; and the 
Pape more cunningly, but the Cardinal 
moreplainly,had adviſed her to deſtroythoſe 
who. were the greateſt hindrances to the 
Reſtitution of Popery, and eſpecially thoſe 
two Earls by Name, if they were not taken 
off They Promiſed a Maſs of Money for 
the War, but the Queen thinking ſome inck- 
ling, hereof had come to the Ears of the 
Nobilicy, did therefore, to clear her elf 
from any luipicion, or the leaſt inclination 
to ſuch a thing, ſhew them the Letters; 
but theſe Vilanous Dehgns ſo ſubtily laid, 
as they thought, were ſomewha: diſturb' d 
by frequent Melluages from the Earl of 
Murray's Wie, how that ſhe had miſcarry?d, 
and that there were but ſmall hopes of. her 
Life, This Meſſage was brought to the 
Earl on the Lords-day, as he was going to 
Church, whereupon he returned back to the 
Queen, and deſired leave of her to be gone, 
bur ſhe very much urged him to ſtay one 
day longer, to hear ceitainer News, alledg.. 
ing, that if he made never ſo much haſt, 


his coming would do her no good ; but if. 


| her Diſtemper did abate, to morrow would 
be time enough; but the Earl was full; y bene 
on his Journey, and went his way. Now 
the Queen had deferred rhe Murder till that 
night, and would feem then to be ſo joaund 
and diſſolute as to Celebrate the Marriage of 
Nn 2 Se- 
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Sebaſtian, one of her Muſick, in the very 


Palace ; and when the Evening was paſt in 
Mirth and Jollity, then ſhe went with a 
Numerous Attendance, to ſee her Husband, 
ſpent ſome Hours with him, and was mer- 
Tier then formerly, often kiſſing him, and 
giving him a Ring, as a Token of her 
Love. But after the Queens departure, the 
King with the iew Servants that were abont 
him, recollecting the Proceedings of the paſt 
Day, amongſt ſome comfortable Speeches 
given him by the Queen, he was much con- 
cerned at the remembrargce of a few words 
ſhe had uttered ; for ſhe, whether not able 
to contain her joy ariſing from the hopes 
that the Murder would now be perpe- 
trated z or whether it fell from her by 
chance, caſt a Word, That David R1zzio 
was Slain the lat Year about that time, 
This unſeaſonaile mention of his. Death, 
tho none of them liked it, yet becauſe it 
was now late at Night, and that nxet Morn- 
10g was deſigned for ſports and Paſtimes, 
they went ſpeedily to Bed; in the mean time 
Gun-powder was placed in the Room. be. 
iow, to blow up the Houſe, and all other 
tings were Cra'tily and cavtiouſly tran- 
facted; yet in a ſmall matter, they left a 
Tratt, whereby to be diſcovered. For the 
Bed in which the Queen uſed ſometimes to 
Iye, was taken away, and a worſe put in the 


room of it, as if, tho? they were prodigal - 


enough of their Credit, yet they would 


Pare a little Moncy ; but beforethe yo 
| ha 
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had left the King, one Parzr, a French-man, 
and a Partizan in the Conſpiracy, entred 
mro the King's Bed.chamber, and there 
ſtood (till, yet ſo, that the Queen might ſee 
him, and that was the Sign agreed on be- 
twixt them, that all things nzw were in a 
readinels. The Queen, as ſoon as ſhe ſaw 
Paris, as it Sebaſti»”'s Marriage had come in- 
to her Mind ; {hc began to blame her ſelf, 
that ſhe had been (ſo negligenr, as nor to 
Dance that Night at the Wedding, as it 
was agreed on, and to put the Brideto Bed, 
as the manner is; whereupon ſhe preſencly 
ſtarted up, and went home to her Palace, 
whither when ſhe camc, ſhe had a pretty deal 
of Diſccurſe with Bothwell, who being at 
length diſmiſt, went into his Chamber , 
changed his Cloaths, put on Soldiers Ha- 
bit, and with a few in his Company, paſled 
through the Guards into the Town ; two 
other Parties of the Conſpicators, came 
ſeveral ways to the appointed place, and a 
few of them entred into the King's 


Bed-Chamber , uf which they had the 


Keys, (as I ſaid before) and whilſt he was 
falt aſl-ep, they took him by the Throat, 
and Strangled him, and one alſo of his Ser- 
vants who lay near him, When they were 
Slain, they carryed their Bodies through a 
little Gate, which they had made on pur. 
pole in the Walls of the City, into a Gar- 
den near at hand, and then they ſet Fice 
to the Gun-powder, which blew up the 
Houſe from the very Foundation, and made 
as ts Ss Nn 3 ſuch 
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ſuch a Noiſe, that it ſhook ſome of the Ad- 
jacent Houſes, yea, thoſe that were faſt 
alleep in che fartheſt part of the City, 

were awakned and x8 cah? at the Nolfe, 
when the Horrid Fact was done. Bothwell 
was Jet out by the Ruins of the City 
Walls, and ſo returned to the Palace , 
th:ough the Guard, by another way, then 
that he came ; this was the comman report 
of the King's Death, which held for ſome 
Days, and which you'll had a fuller Confir- 
mation of in due place, The Queen had 
ſat up that Night to wait for the Event, 
and hearing the Tumulrc, called together 
thoſe of the Nobility who were at Court, 
and Bothwell amongit the reſt, and by their 
advice, fſeiit out to know what was the 
matter, as if he had bcen ignorant of all 
that was done; ſome went to inſpect the 
King's Bocy, which had only a Linnen 
Shirt on the Upper: part of 1t, the reſt Jay 

n3x<d, and bis other Cloaths and Shoes = 
near him; the Common Peopl:e allo in great 
Moltitudes came to ſee him, and Many CON- 
jectures there were upon if, yet they all 
agreed, ( torcly a2a4injt Botomeli's M199, ) 
that he could never be thrawn out of. the 
Houle by the jorce of the Zun-powder, for 
Lncre was NG part, Grozen, bruiſed, black 
or DIze bout his Body, which, in a Ruin 
by Gil poader, muſt needs be: beſides 
iS Cloacgs Iyin p near. Bim, WEIe no ways 
nindzed wil the FiaTts, or covered with 


zany Af9c>, {9 that it wes impoſſible it could, 
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have been thrown thither by any Caſualty, 
but muſt be placed there on purpoſe, by 
ſome Bodies Hands ; fo Bothwell returned 
again, and as if he had been in great admi- 
ration, brought the News to the Queen, of 
the ſad Diſaſter, whereupon ſhe wene to Bed, 

and lay ſecure, loundly Sleeping a great 
part of the next Marning. Sir Fames Mel- 
vil (ays, he himſelf came that fame Morning 
_ to the Doar of the Queens Chamber, where 
he met the Earl of Bothwell, who told him, 

her Majeſty was ſorrowful and quiet, (a 
likely matrer,) which had occaſioned him 
to come forth ; and alſo added, that the 
ſtrangeit Accident had fallen our, that ever 
was. heard on, for Thunder had come out 
of the Sky, and had burnt the King's Houſe 
and himlelf was found dead, lying at a 
little diltance from rhe Houſe, under a 
Tree; then Cefired Sir Fames to go to ſee 
his Body, and fatd there was not any hurt 
nor a mark onall of it; but when Sir 7-mes 
had Dcen up to lee him, he had been caken 
up Into a particular Room, and Kept by one 
Zlexander Durham, fo as that he couid not 
ct a light of him, 

In the mean cime, the Parricides, to acd 
Villany to Vitlany, did tpread Reports 
avroad, and whicaewere carryed by Day- 
light, to Lhe ver y borders of England, Nat 
the King was Mardered by the "D<liza of 
the Earls of Murray and 1Morton ;, yet every 
body thought privately with themſelves, 
that the Queen moſt needs be the Author 
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Tie EXAGICAL D:ifrow 

of the Murder 3 neither was the Biſhop of 
St. Andrews free from ſuſpicion ; tor there 
were fhrew'd Conjectures againſt him, as 
the high and cruel enmities berween the Fa. 
miltes ; that he was never well reconciled to 
the Queen, before ſhe hatci'd chat Wick- 
edneſs in her Mind; and that of late, when 
he accompanyed her to Glaſcow, he was 
made acquainted with the utmoſt of her 
Projets. And Mem's ſuſpicion were cn: 
creaſed of him. becauſe, at that time, he 
had retired to his Brother $ Houſe, the Earl 
of Arran, which was nigh to the Houſe where 
the King was Slain; whereas, before he 
always uſed to live at ſome eminent part of 
the City, where he might conveniently re- 
celve Viſits, and curry favour with the Peo- 
ple by Feaſting them; and beſides Lights 
were ſeen in his Houſe, and a Watch all 
that ſame Nigzhr, from the upper part of 
tle City, and when the Deſigned Powder 
Clap was given, then 1t was obſerved, the 
Lights were put ont 
ot whom watched in their Arms, were for- 
bidden to go out of Doors, But the true 
Story of the Matter of Fatt, which broke 
out after fome Months, gave occaſion to 
People to look upon thoſe things, as cer- 
taln Indications, whith before were but 
ſuſpicions only, When - the Murder was 
committed, the Confpirators ( as before 
hinted, preſently diſpatch'd Mellengers into 
Emnglanz, who were to report, that tic 
King was cruelly Murdered by his own $ut-

and his Vallals, many. 
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jets, eſpecially: by the Contrivance of the 
Earlsof Murray and Morton; and the News 
did ſo enflaine the Exyliſh to a Hatred of 
the whole Scotch Nation, that for ſome 
Days, no Scotch Man durſt walk the Streets, 
wirhout running the Riſque of his Life; 
2nd tho? many Letters paſt co and fro that 
made ſome Diſcovery of the Secret Contri- 
vance of the Delign, yer the People would 


. hardly ne appealed. In the meantime, the 


King's Body was left for a time, as a Spea- 
cle to be gaz'd on, and a great concourſe of 
People continually flack'd ro ſee it, the 
Queen having ordered that it ſhould be laid 
upon a Form or Bier, turn'd up fide down, 
and brought by Porters into the Palace, 
where ſhe her felf view'd the Body, which 
was the moſt beautiful and comlieſt of the 
Age, The Nobles that were preſent defir- 
ed, that a Royal and Magnificent Funeral 
ſhould be made for him, But ſhe, good Wo. 
man, cauſed him to be carryed out by Bea- 
cers in the Night, to be buryed in no man- 
ner of Stats; and that which increaſed the 
Indignity the more, was, That his Grave was 
made near David Rizzio's, as if ſhe had de. 
ligned to Sacrifice the Lite of her Husband, 
01 purpole to appeaſe the Ghoſt of that 
baſe Varler. | 

There were two ſurprizing Prodigles 
napning at that time, which are worthy of 
Relation, and were Conſtrued, as being ve- 
ry Ominous to that poor Prince; one of 
thema little preceded theMurder,and thus it 
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it was; One Fohx Londin, a Gentleman of 
Kife, having been Sick for a long time of a 
Fever, did the Day before the King was 
Murdered, about Sing lif, up himſelf a 
little out of his Bed, and as. 1f he had been 
in great Aſtoniſhment, cry'd unto ſuch as 
ſtood by him , with a loud Voice, Go 
help the King, for the Parricides were Juſt 
now going #0 Murder him, And a while 
after he called out with a Mournful Tone, 
Now *tis too late to help, be is alread) 
Slain ; and the Perſon himſelf died "ta 
after; the other did accompany the Mur- 
der it ſelf. Therc were three of the Fami- 
liar Friends of the Earl of Athol, the 
King's Couſin, who were Men of Reputa- 
tion, for their Valour and Fortvnes, that 
had their Lodgings not far from the King's, 
who when they were aſlceepabout Midnight, 
there ſeem'd a Man to come ta Dugal Stn. 
wart. who was next the Wall, and to pull 
his Band oyer his Bcard and Cheex, fo to 
awake nm, faying; Ariſe, they are off ering 
Violexce to ws, Upon which he. prelently 
awakes, and conſidering of the Apparition 
with hi:nſel?, another of them Cries out 
preſently ig the ſame Bed, #ho hicks me ? 
Dregall ajiiwered, perhaps 'tis a Rac, which 
Us d to walk about 1n the Night ; whereup- 
On tlie Ihisd, who was Ret awake, got up 
preientiy- our, of his Bed, and was a going 
to. run away, asking, Wha was that bad 
given him 8 Box os the Ear ? Which words 
were ng, ſgoner ſpoke by him, but that one 
| {cemeC 
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ſeemed to. go. out of the Houle by the Door, 

not without ſome Noiſe. While they were 
deſcanting together on what they had beard 
and feen, the Noiſe of the King's Houle, 
that was blown up, drove them all into a 
great Fright. The Eaclof Athol highly re. 
ſented the King's Murder, and ſo did Mur- 
ray, Which put both of them in danger of 
their Lives; nay, Bothwel! underſtanding 
that Merray was Sick at his own "Houſe of 
the Gout, did under a pretence of Viſiting 
him, deſign to Murder him, as he had done 
beforez but Marray had removed a little be- 
fore tO his Brother Robert's Houle, and lo el- 
caped and gow the Queenand Batbwell are as 
mleparable as their Shadows, and take a full 
ſwing of their pleaſures; but the Arrival of 
the French Ambaſlador, and his inſiſting 
how infamous the King's Murder was among 
Strangers, Put ſome damps. upon their En» 
joyments; beſides, they were. not a little 
{ollicitous, concerning the Rumours ſpread 
of Bo:h:vell, being concern'd in the Fact, and 
now to avoid the Danger, and clear of all 
luſpicion, was now become the rmaip Head 
of their Coniultation, Taere was a Deſign 
;a1d before, to have him try'd and acquit- 
ted; for preſently upon the King's Ceath, 

Bothre ell aud ſome of his Complices came 0 
the Earl of Argyle, who was Hereditary Ca- 
pital Judge in Criminal Cauſes, and ficit 
pretended, they were wholly ignorant of 
waat was doue, and wondered: at it all gs

then they proceded to the Examination of 
it, and to that end Summoned ſome poor 
Women out of the Ne:zzhhourhood, by; 
they ſtack between Hope and Fear, being 
uncertain, whether they onght to ſpeak, or 
hold their Peace ; but tho*' they were very 
cautious 1n their words, yet, uttering more 
then was expected, they were diſmilt as 
having ſpoken nothing -upoen any certain 
Ground ; and as for their Teſtimony, it 
was caſte enough to diſpute it ; whereupon 
ſome of the King's Servants, whom the 
Fire had not deſtroy'd, were ſent for, and 
being interrogated concerning the Ingreſs 
of the Aſlaſſines, anſwered, That the Keys 
were not in their Power ; and it being urged 
on them again, in whoſe Power then? 
They reply'd the Queens, whereupon the 
further Examination was put off, as they 
pretended, but indeed was quite ſuppreſt 
tor they were afraid, if they went any fur- 
tner, the Court Secrets would become all 
publickly known, 

And yet to ſet a Gloſs upon the Matter, 
a Proclamation was Publiſhed, and a Pecu- 
niary Reward was offered to the Diſcoverers 
of the King's Murder, but who durlſt be fo 
bold, as to Impeach Bothwell, ſeeing he 
was to be the impleaded, the Jude e, the 
Examiner, and the Exadcter ef the Soniſh- 
ment too, Yet this fear which ſtopped the 
Mouths of divers ſingle Perſons, could not 
bridle the Multitude, for Libells were Pub- 


hed, Pictures made, and Night. —_ 
an 
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a0d,Crics were utteced, whereby the Parri- 
cides might eaſily underſtand, that their 
whole Deſign was diſcovered, who projected 
the Wicked Fact, and who was aſſiſtant to 
put the ſame in Execution; and the more 
the People were forbidden, the more did 
their Grief make them ſpeak and tho? che 
Conſpirator ſeerned to def poiſe theſe things, 
yet they ' were ſo inwardly prick'd and 
touch'd, thar they could not Uifſemble their 
Sorrow. And therefore committing the 
Examination about the King's Death, ig 
which they ought to have proceeded; they 
fell more ſeverely and in earneſt upon ano- 
ther Gueſt, and that was againſtthe Authors 
of Libels, 'or, as they calledit, the Calum- 


niators of the Earl of Bothwell : and this. 


they ſo ſeverely proſecuted, that they ſpared 
no Pains nor Coſt there ; and made ir Ca- 
pital, not only to Sel), but eyen to Read 
thoſe Libells, when they were Sold ; but they 
who endeavoured to bridle the Tongues of 
the People, by threatning Capital Puniſh- 
ments tothem, were not ſatisfied with the 
King's death, but till retain'd their Hatred 
againſt him, though now in his Grave. For 
the Queen gave her Husbands Goods, Arms 
Horſes, Apparel, and other Houſhold- ſtoff, 
either to his Fathers Enemies, or to the 
Murderers themſelves, as if they had been 
forfeited into her Exchequer. And as theſe 
matters were openly acted, ſo many did as 
publickly inveigh- againſt them, fo that a 
Taylor, who was to fit ſome of the King's 
Cloaths 
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Cloaths for Bothwel's Body, was ſo adyen. 
turous as Io ſay, now he. 4 the Old Coun. 


Iry Cuſtom verified, that the Executioner 
had the Cloaatbs of Ak that ſuffered by bis 


Hands. But tho? theſe things wrought lo 
{mall diſquietude to the Hnoge ay by 
Day, yer nothing ſtuck ſo cloſe. to them, 
as the Dayly Complaints of the Earl of 
Lennox, who, though he would not adven. 
ture tocome to Court, by Regſon of Bub. 
welPs Power, accom panyed. with:the higheſt 


ueen by Letters, that ſhe would commir 


Bothwell to Priſon, 'who without doubt, was 


the Author of the King's Murder, till 2 
Day might; be appointed to, bring him. to 
Tryal ; that ſhe, tho? cluding, his,deſire by 
many Stratagets, yet ſeeing at laſt, the 
Examination of ſo heinous :a Fact, :could 
net be avoided, deſigned to have it Ca[Ty- 
ed on in this manner. _ 

The Meetirg of the Aſſembly of the 


Eſtates was nigh at hand, and ſhe was deſi 
rous before that tigne, to have the Matter 


decided, that ſo Bothwell belng abloived by 
the Votes of the Judges, might be further 


cleared by, the Suffrages of the whole Pat- 


lizment, This haſt was the Cauſe that no- 
ing was Carryed 1N an ordeply manner, Or 
according tothe Ancient Cuſtom, in that

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elſe by Proxy, within 40 Days, for that is 
the time limitted, by the Law; but here 
the Father was only Surnmoned, without 
Summoning. any of his Friends, only his 
own Family, which at that time was in a 
low Eſtate, and reduced but to afew; where- 
as. In the mean time, Bothwell flew up and 
down the Town, with a great many Troops 
at his Heels, ſo that the Earl of Leanox 
thoughr it not adviſeable for him to come 
iato a City full of his Enettitics, where he 
had neither Friends nor Vaſſals. to ſecure 
him ; and ſuppoſing there was no danger of 
Life. yet there could be no freedom. of De- 
bate ; ac Buthwell appeared at the Day ap- 
pointed, and came into the Town-Hall, be- 
ing tiimſelt both Plaintiff andDefendant too. 
The Judges of the Nobility were called 
over, molt of them being BothwelPs Friends, 
and none daring to appear onthe ocher i de 
to accept againlt any one of them ; only 
Rebert Cunningham, one of Lennox”s  Fami- 
ly, put a ſmall ſtop to the Proceedings, for 
he having liberty co ſpeak openly, boldly 
declared, the Proceſs was not accarding to 
Law nor Cuſtom: Where: the Accuſed Per- 
ſon was fo Powerful, that he cotild not be 
brought to Puniſhmear, and the Acculcr 
was abſent for fear of his Life ; thece{ore 
. whatſoever ſhould be determined there, as 
being againſt Law and Right, was null ad 
'yoid; yer, they perſiſted in their Deſign 
notwithſtanding, And the Iſſne of the 
whole was, that thry declared, they ſaw 

no 
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no reaſon to find Bothwell Guiliy; yet. if 
any man hereafter ſhould lawfully accuſe 
him, they. gave a caution that this Judg- 

ment mould be no hindrance to him 3 kf 


ſome thought the Verdict was wiſely given 


in by them , for the Inditment was con- 
ceived in ſuch Words, that the ſevereſt 
Judges could neer have found Bothwell 
guilty upon it, for it was laid againſt a 
Murder committed the oth of February, 
whereas the King was ſlain the rcth. 
Thus Bothwell was acquitted of the Fact, 
but not of the Infamy thereof, ſuſpicions 
ſtil} increaſing upon him, and his puniſh: 
ment ſeemed only to be deferred but an 
pretence whatſoever, though a Thamelef, 
one, ſeemed good enough to the Queen, 
who made haſte to Marry him; but as a 
ſurpluſage to his Adſolution, there was a 
Charte] or a Challenge, poſted on the 
eminenteſt part of the Courr, declaring, 
That though Bothwell was, lawſully acquit- 
ted of the King's Murder, yet to make his 


Innocency the more appear, he was ready 


to decide the matter in a Duel againſt any 
Gentleman, or Perſon of Honour, that 
ſhould dare to lay it to his Charge : Next 

morning there was one who did as man- 
fully poſt up an anſwer to this bold Chal- 
lenge, provided the place of Combate were 
appointed, wherein without danger he 
might declare his Name : But I do not 
find the matter proceeded any further : At 


the ſame time the Queen was very urgent 
£9 
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to haſten the Marriage, and yet withall ſhe 
deſired by any means to procure the pub. 
lick Conſent, that ſhe might ſeem to at 
nothing but by the Suffrage of the Nobles; 
And Bothwcll too, to- credit the Marriage 
with the colour of the publick Authority, 
deviſed this Scratagem. He inviced all the 
Nobility of the higheſt Rank, that were 
then in Town, as there were divers of 
them, one Night to Supper; and when 
they were Jocund and Merry, he deſired 
they would ſhew that reſpeCt to him tor the 
future, which they had always done here- 
tofore ; but at preſent, his only requeſt 
was, that whereas he was a Suiter to the 
Queen, they would ſubſcribe to a Schedule 
which he had made about that matter, and 
that would be a means to procure him ta- 
vour with the Queen, and reſpe& with all 
the People : The Lords were all amaz'd 
at ſo ſudden and unexpected a motion, and 
conld- not diſſemble their Sorrow, neither 
yet durſt they refuſe or deny him; where- 
upon a few, that knew the Queen's Mind, 
began firſt, and the reſt, not forefeeing 
that there were ſo great a number of Flat- 
terers there preſent, ſuſpected one another,

it; Neither could it be well added. in the 
grant of Pardon, as an Appendix to a lef- 
fer.

Coals; Tne Gun-Powder bought in Flan-

red his! intentiqns: to. an{wer. This being 
concinded:' on, the 'Ring is again Þrought to 
the Bar in the ſame manner, where the So- 
licicor Cook moved that the Priſoner might 
make a politive anſwer, or that the Charge 
might be taken pro Confeſſo, and 1o' the 
Court pracecd to Juſtice; and the Preſident 
did briefly repeat the paſlages of the laſt 
day, and commanded the King to anſwer 
; ro The Articles of Charge, unlefs he had 
Ry rather hear the Capital Sentence given a- 
[I gainſt him. But the Kang ſtill perſiſted to 
Interrogate concerning their Authority ; 
bp that he had weighty Reaſons why he ſhould 
& not acknowledg this new form of Judica- 
Þ tnre; that they had no Law for it, and that 
FN they could not have an extraorditiary Au- 
thority Delegated from the People, ſecing 
they had not conſulted fo much as every 
tenth Man in that matter. Burt the Preſi- 
dent put him in mind of his doom, and told 
a hun the Court was abundantly ſatisfied of 
1] their 
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their Antharity-;.' 2or were they to hear 
any Reaſons that ſhon'd detract from their 
Power, And yhen the King urged'to give 
in his Reaſons in 'Writing, it would by no 
means be admitted ; and ſo the Prelident 
commanded the Priſoner to be taken away. 
The third Days Trial, which was T ue/- 
day, was in effect the ſame as the laſt men- 
tioned, in reſpeat.to the Court's demands, 
and the King's * as: {a that the. Court 
| atljourned tillnext Morning at, Ten of the 
| Clock; but the, Examination of Witneſſes, 
| and other intervening buſineſs prevented 
their then ſitting, 1o. that it was Saturday 
Morning January 27. before they aſſembled, 
and 68, of the Judges anſwered to their 
Names. As the King was brought into the 
Court the Soldiers cried for Juſtice and Ex- 
ecution ; and the King defired to be heard a 
few words, and fo goes on to ſhew how a 
indden Judgment could not be {oon recall- 
ed, &c. But the Preſident magnified the Pa- 
tience the Court had had towards him, ad- 
vided him now at length to ſubmit, other- 
wiſe he ſhould hear'the Sentence of Deati: 
reſolved on by the Court againſt him ; but 
he ſtill refuſed to plead, and defired hc 
might have: liberty to ſay {ome things for 
the pood of the People before both Houſes ; 
but the Preſident ſaid this would hurt dela; 
and retard Juftice. But the Krng an{wered, 
_ that he had not {ought occaſions of dela; 
elſe he would have made a more Elaborate 
conteſtation of the Caulc, but that there 
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could be no hurt in adelay of a day or two, 
rather than precipitate Judgment, which 
might lay the Nation under perpetual Miſe- 
ries, and ſodelired to withdraw, and the 
Court to conſider. The King was carried 
to Cotton-houſe, and the Judges withdrew to 
the Court:of Wards, and .in half an hour 
returned ; and: when the King inſiſted ſti} 
that he might be-firſt heard before his Par- 
liament, and not prevailing, the Preſident 
went on and ſhewed how contumacious he 
had been; how hateful his Crinies were, 
and aſſerted the Parliamentary Authority, 
producing Examples both Domeſticki and 
Foreign, eſpecially out of Scotland, where- 
in the People had puniſhed their Kings,and 
then affirmed that rhe Power of the People 
of England was not lels over their King : 
That the Guilt of this King was greater 
than of all others, as being one who accor- 
ding to Caligulzs wiſh, had attempted to 
cut off the neck of the Kingdom, by wa- 
zing War againlt the Parliament ; for all 
which ke was in his Charge called Tyranr, 
Traytor, Murderer, and a Publick Enemy 
io the Commonwealth, and that it had 
bzen well if that any of thoſe terms mighc 
have been ſpared. At which words the 
King ſaid, How Sir, but the other went 
an, anq argued that Rex eſt qui bene repit, 
Tyrannus qui populum opprimit,and ſo lodged 
Arbitrary Government on him which. he 
jongzht to pur upon the People; That his 
Treaſons were his breach of truſt to the 

Kingdom. 
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Kingdom, as his Superior, and was there- 
fore called to an account, Amimus majorem 
mn judic:ium vat }, Thar his Murders were 
many, as beng, guilty of the Blood ſhed in 


the'War between him. and his people;which - 


conld' not be cleanſed, ' but by the Blood of 
him;who ſhed that Blood; he wiſhed him to 
haye God before his Eyes, and called God 
to ' witneſs, that the: Court came meerly 
ont; of the Conſcience of their Duty to that 
place and unployment, - which they were 
reſolved to effect, 'and called for God's 
aſliſtance in his: Execution. Here the King, 
made a motion to ſpeak, but was told his 
time: was now: paſt, and his Sentence was 
coming on, which the Preſident comman- 
ded to > be read under this form : 

Whereas the Commons of England # in Par - 
liament,, bave appoihted them an High Court of 
Juſtice for. the Trial of Charles Stuart. X ng 
of England, before whom he had been three 
times Convented, and at the firſt time a Charge 
of High Treaſon, and other Crimes and Miſ- 
demeanors was read in the bchal f of the King- 
dom of. England, @&'c. as in the Charge, which 
was read throughout ; to which Charge be the 
ſaid Charles Stuart was required to give hs 
Anſwer but he refuſed ſo to do; and ſo expret? 
ſeveral paſſages at his T rial, in refuling to 
anſwer; for all which Treaſons and Crimes this 
Court doth adjudge that the faid Charles 
Stuart, 45 a T yrant, Traytor, Murdercr, aid 
Publick Enemy, ſh. ul be put to death by [7 Yer - 
ing bis Head from 11s Body. 


And 
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_ And then the Prefident. ſaid, the-:Son- 


tence now read. and publiſhed is the AQ, 


Sentence; Judgment and Reſolution of che 
whole Court ; to which the Members: of 
the Court ſhood: up and aſſented, by hold- 
ing up their - Hands. Then the King 
was taken away, and the Court broke up. 
As the King was lead. along ſome -of the 
Mobb carried it very radely and unchriſt;- 
anly towards him;  and'/that Nvght which 
was Saturday, January 27, he was Lo 
un Whitehall, next day the Biſhop of Lon-

: When the fatal day appear'd, which was 
Tueſday, Jan. 30. about Ten of the Clock 
m the Forenoon, he was called upon to 

rat's forth from St. James Palace, now his 
Prifon, and was Condn&ted on Foot over 

the Park to W biteball, Guarded with a Re- 
giment of Foot ; part whereof marched 
before, the reſt behind, with Colours fly- 
mg, and Drams beating, his private Guard 
of Partizans being next him ; Dr. Ji#xton 
Biſhop of London on the one ide, and Col. 
Tomlifon on the other ; they went up by ' 
the Stairs tothe Park Gallery, and 1o into 
his Cabinet-Chamder, where he continued 
at his Devotion, and refuſed to Dine; only 
about, Twelve-a-Clock he Eat a Bit of 
Bread, and drank a Glaſs of Claret. From 
thence he was conveyed into the Banquet- 
ting-Houle, and the Great WindowEnlar- 
ged, out of which he aſcended the Scattold, 
the Rails whereof were hung round, and 
the Floor covered with Black, with the 
Block and Axe {et in the middle, and the 
Executioners wearing Virzards {ſtanding 
by : He looked ronnd about upon the Peo- 
ple, who were kept a conſiderable diſtance 
off by the thick Guards and Troops of 
Horſe that beſet the Scaffold, and riurnins 
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The:Tragical Hiſtow 


to the Officers, and more particularly: to 
Col. Tomliſon, begun with what neceſlity 


there lay 'upon him to ſay ſomewhat, left 
his ſilence might be made: an argument--of 


bis guilt, and with a Proteſtation of his 
knnocency in reference to any deſign :he 
had ro retrench the juſt Priviledges of Par- 
tiament ; ;yet acknowledged his puniſhment 
to be juſt from God, and inſtanced only in 


his giving way to the death of the Earl of 


Strafford ;, appealed to the Biſhop of London, 


(who ſtood by) for his forwardneſs to for-. 
give his Enemies, yet protelled a great con- 


cernedneſs for the Weal of the Kingdom ; 
ſhewed how the then Managers of the State 
were in the wrong to think to govern by 
the Sword , adviled them to reitore his 
Son to the Inheritance of his Anceſtors, 
aad the People to their Rights, and due 
Liberties, to the abrogating of. which by 
the enormous power of the Sword, becauſe 
he could by no means be induced, he was 
brought thither to undergo a Martyrdomt 
for his People. Then he prayed, and be- 
ing minded by the Biſhop to ſatisfie the 
Spectators as to his Religion ; he ſaid, that 
he had depolired the Teltimony of his 
Faith with that holy Man, meaning the: 
Biſhop: That his Lite and Profeſſion had! 
been well known, and that now he died in 
the Chriſtian Faith according to the Pro- 
teſſion of the Church of Enpland, as_the 
fime was 1:ft him by his Father of Bleſſed 
Memory : And then turning about to the 

Officers, 
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Ofheers;” and profeſſing the hopes he had 
of 'his Salvation, 'he ' began to prepare for 
the'Circumſtances -of 'Death. The Biſhop 
part-on his Night-cap, and uncloathed him 
to his Sky-coloured Sattin Waſtcoat ; he de- 
livered his George to the Biſhop's hands, 
and charged him to remember to give the 
{ame-ro'the Prince, and having prayed a- 
gxin,'-he ſtooped down to the Block, and 
had his Head ſevered from his Body at one 
Blow: about Two of the Clock in the Af- 
ternoon,” the day aforeſaid, in the yeat 


1648. dying the ſame death as to kind 


as his Grandmother /fary Queen of Scots 
had done ſixty 'two years, and eight days 
before at Fothrimgham Caſtle 1n Northamp- 
tonſhire, and I think was no whit inferior 
to her in the misfortunes of his Life, And 
to note a few, his three Favourites, to wir, 
Buckingham, Laud and Strafford, undergo- 
ing a violent death, and the two latter 
falling by the Axe, as forerunners of his 
own deſtiny. And as to his own Perſona] 
errors ; when Briſtol was cowardly furren- 
dred 'by Fines, had he then marched to 
London , as he might have done very well, 
all had been his own, but loytering to no 
purpoſe at Glouceſter, he was ſoon after well 
banged by the Earl of Eſſex. When he had 
worſted Eſſex in Cornwall, he negleQed the 
like" opportunity of getting to London, 
Gvilty-he was of the ſame overſight in not 
commanding the Duke. of Newcaſtle to 


march Southwards toward the Metropolis 
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of England, before the Scots entred the 


Englſh Borders; and:in not doing the like 


himſelf, afrer he had taken Leiceſter, 5 for 


there was nothing then that could have 
hindred him to become Maſter of the City. 


The ſame il] ſucceſs he had as to his Trea- 
ties about being reſtored. : And in ſhort, he 
was generally unfortunate in the Workd, 4n 


the eſtcem.not only of his Enemies, ,hut; an 
tome ſort of his Friends too, far as the later 
were ner pleaſed with his: breach: of : Faith, 


jo the former would: fay, be: could never. be. 
taſt enough bound ; and the Blood that ſome. 


years before dropt upon - his Statug.'at 
Greenwich, and the falling. oft of the Silver 
Head of þjs Cane at his *Frial, were inter- 
vreted-as diſmal preſages of his diſaſtrqus 
rate.” His Head and Trunk after the Exe- 
cution-were immediately Put into a. Coftin, 
and conyeyed to the Lodgings in W biteball, 


ind there Embowelled, and from: thenee- 


conveyed to St. James Houſe and Cofhned 
in Lead. About ſome fortnight atter, the 
Duke - of {Tennox, Marqueſs of Hartford, 
Earl of Southampton, and Biſhop of London, 
got leave to bury the Body, which they 
conducted to the Chappel at Wrwdfor, and 
{nterred it there in the Vault of Henry the

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Funeral Pomp that could be, in the Chap- 
pel of King Henry: the Seventh her Great 
Grand Father. This King's Remains, not- 
withſtanding the Commons, had Voted in 
1669, the: Sum of. 500001. for the Charge 
of taking it vp, a Solemn Funeral had of ir, 
and a Monument forit, yetlay neglected, as 
if it had been blaſted by fate, King Charles 
the Second his Son, they ſaid, forbidding 
of it. A Phyſician that made inſpe&ion in- 
to the diſſection of the Body, related that 
nature had deſigned him above the moſt of 
mortal men for a long lite, but Providence 
ordered it otherwiſe; for he was cut off in 
the Forty ninth year of his Age, being his 
Climacterical, -and twenty fonrth of his 
Reign ; leaving ſix Children behind him, 


three Sons, Charles Prince of Wales, James 


Duke of York, and Henry Duke of Gloucc- 
ſter, whereof the two Elder were' Exiles; 


and three Daughters, Mary Princeſs of 


Orange, Elizabeth a Virgin, who not long 
{urvived him, and Henrietta Maria born at 
Exetcr. ah 


Cyarles his Eldeſt Son, who was then at 
the Hague, when he heard of his Father's 
diſaſtrous fate, aſſumed the Title of King 
of England, &c, tho an Exile, and without 
any Kingdom to command, He was born 
at St. James's A1ay 30. 1630. it was ſaid a 
Star appeared over the place where he had 
| been born, in hroad day, which in thoſe 
Limes was interpreted to prognolticate his 
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bappinels, but the Ecclipſe of the Sun which 
happened preſently after was no leſs a pre- 
{age of his future Calamities. There was 


little remarkable in him, or concerning him, 


till the year 1639, when the unhappy diſ- 
aſter of breaking his Arm befell him ; and 
that not long, after he was afflicted with a 
violent Feaver, accompanied with a little of 
the Jaundice ; but having at .length reco- 
vered his perfe& health, and the fatal dit- 
ferences begun long before , but now 
daily zncrealing between the King his 
Father and the People , he accompanied 
him into the North of England ; where 


he was a . Spectator of that diſmall 


Clond, which tho ſmall at its firſt gather- 
ing, yet was pregnant with that dreadful 
ſtorm, which in a ſhort time ſpread it ſelf, 
over him, his Father, and three Nations : 
For going, tO take poſleſion of - Hull. as they 
thought, they were by Sir John Hotham 
denied Entrance, and forced to wait ſeve- 
al hours at the Gate all in vein. From this 
ume forward the War increaling between 
the King and Parhament, he was firſt ſpe- 
ctator of thar ſucceſSleſs Battle to his Fa- 
iher's Arms at Fdpcll, ſtard fome time af- 
ter at Oxford; From thence returning, to 
the Ficld,and the King's forces in the Weſt, 
ander the command of the Lord Hopton, of 
which the Prince was nominally General , 
being routed by General Fairfax, he was 
neceſlitated to retire to the Ie of Sclly., 


3nd irom thence Þcto0x himſelf into France - 
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To whom his Father,now depriv'd of Com- 
mand himſelf, ſent a Commiſſion of Gene- 
ralidimo of thoſe few Royaliſts that ſurvi- 
ved the late unhappy overt hrows, and this 
brought him to, the Iſle of Guernſe 'y; where 
he poſſeſt himſelf of fome Veſſels that lay 
#54 and having joyned them to thoſe he 
had brought with him out of France, he 
lailed/from thence into the Downs where he 
{eized ſeveral rich Merchant-Ships. and ex- 
pected ſome Land-forces from Holland,rai- 
{ed by the Prince of Orange for his Service. 
But alas, he was as unfortunate now in his 
Warlike attempts, as his Father had been 
before , and was ſtill in his Treaties of 
Peace3 for 7 oy and Langhorn, who made 
a Ting 1n Wales were ſoon beaten. {Oo were 
the Surry, Efſex and Kentiſh Forccs, with- 
out any reinforcements from him as was 
deligned ; and when he Landed fome tor- 
ces for the relief of Deal-C: :ſtle, they were 
vanquiſhed * almoſt as ſoon as Landed, 
'This with the taking of Colcheſter by Sir 
Thomas Fairfax, ſens | him back again to his 
Siſter the Princeſs of Orange to the Hague. 
Here it was that he was firſt Entertain- 
ed with the horrible news of his Father's 
Tragical death, and. then {ſaluted by the 
name of King, but a forlorn Man and with- 
out any. Subjects to govern ; for now the 
Rump Parliament ruled the Roaſt in Eng - 
lid, and had aſſumed to themſelves the 
Supream power of the Nation , by the 
name and title of the Commonwealth of 
* he BE Fl mms : 
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England ;, but this procedure of theirs did 
not reliſh well with the Scotch Covenan- 
ters, and eſpecially now they found, that 
thoſe Perſons in the Engliſh Parliament har 
had been moſt forward in eſtabliſhing the 
Solemn League and Covenant between 
both Nations, were not only laid aſide, but 
clapt up into naſty PRISONS. Where- 
fore being willing to lay hold on any 
Twig ; the Scots reſolve not to put up the 
ſuppoſed injury tamely, but to try their 
Fortune with the ARump by Arms, and 
to that end agree to invite the King over 
to take Polleſſion of his ancient Kingdom 
of Scotland, but yet tye him ſo by vertue 
of the Treaty with him, to take their 
Solemn Lcague and Covenant, as a Teſti- 
mony of his ſorrow tor his Father's SINS, 
and to baniſh all thoſe out. of his Court 
who would not take the Covenant, or 
bare Arms for his Father. But they could 
not have found a Plant ( as Mr. Cote ob- 
{crves) more unlikely to produce the Fruit 
or Repentance or- to eſtabliſh Presbytery 
than himſelf ; however, over Shoocs over 
Boots, prepare he does to waft himſelf 
over for Scotland. To be a King in fact, 
hc defired above all other things, and in 
Tune 1650,landed at the Spey in the North, 
Paving ſoaped a ſcouring, for ſome of the 
Rump Ships lay in wait for him as he 
paſted the Sca, and narrowly miſt him. 
In ſome time after he was ſolemnly 
Crowned at Srome, but aliſs it was no 
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long-liv'd Dignity, and he had bur little 
Joy of his Crown; for Cromwet had entred 


Seotland with the Engliſh Army, and 


having beaten the Scots in ſeveral ſmaller 
Rencounters, did at laſt upon the 8 of 
September utterly overthrow the much 
more numerous AXi# Army at Dun- 
bar , commanded by old General Leſley, 
Killing 3000 of them in the Battle and pur- 
{uit, and taking. go00 Priſoners with all 
their Baggage and Ammunition, with above 
200 Colours. To augment theſe Miſeries, 
the King who was very ſ{queamiſh in 
Religion, and could not fubmit to the 
rigid diſcipline of the Xt, runs from 
Scone towards the High-lands, after whom 
ran Afontgomery, promiſing, if he would 
return, the Kirk would remit part of the 
D1iicipline, and {o he came to St. John's 
Town : But here was no laſting Tranquillity 
for him, for tho” in this time he raiſed a 
very numerous Army , yet the Kirkmen 
being beaten at Dunbar as aforeſaid by 
the Enpliſh, began to rail bitterly againſt 
thoſe who had called the King in too 
haſtily , before he had given true {1gns 
of Repentance , and they ailumed the 
Kingly Authority ſo far, as to-make ſuc: 
Generals of the Kirk Army as they 


thonght fir. But Crommwel 1n the mean 


time prevails in his Conquelts, and tho' 
Scotland were a cold Climate yet he made 
 1t too hot for the King and his Army to 
hold long there, and therefore he 1lips 
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with them to England by the way of Car- 
lile, but was followed cloſe at the heels 
by Lambert and Harr iſon, and ſoon after 
by Crommel himſelf with the main Artny. 
Bur he arrived at Worceſter City with little 
oppolition, and there Cromwel came up 
with him, where they joyned Battle, but 
as all his attempts betore in his Fathers 


Cauſe had proved fſucceſleſs, he met with 


no better Fortune now he fought. in his 
own Cauſe, nor indeed hardly ever did inall 
his Life-time by Arms; for here. his 
Army was utterly Routed by Cromwel , 
(that very day twelve Month, he. had 
beaten the Scots at Dunbar ) 3550 where- 
of were killed with Duke Hamilton, and 
Generat Forbes and 5000 taken Priſoners, 
of which number were the Earls of Rothes, 
Kanworth and Kelly, the Lords Simclaer, and 
Aontgomery, General of the Ordinance; and 
ſoon frer David Leſley, who fought. not 
or but. little in the Battle , was Routed 
by Colonel Zilbury, and together with 
Lauderdale . the Lords Kenmoure and 
Addleton taken Priſoners, 

The poor King ſeeing all now irrecove- 
rably loſt, about fix in the Everung march- 
ed out 3 St Martin's Gatc, leaving all 
that was valuable but his Life behind him, 
a3 a prey to the Enemy ; and being come 
to 4 place called Barbo-Br idge, he con- 
{fults with the few followers he had with 
him, what to do, among whom it was 
reſolved he ſh: mid endeavour to get bagk 
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into Scotland, and one Walker, who be- 
longed -to the Lord. Talbots Troop was 
made choiſe of to be his Guide North- 
ward : But IValker being at' a loſs when 
he came to. Kinver-Heath and not -know- 
ing which way to. go, the King conſulted 
with the Lords yet about him, whither 
he might repair with moſt' ſafety to take 
a few hours reſt, in regard he found him- 
{elf quite worn out and ſpent ; where- 
upon the Earl of. Derby adviſed him to 
go to Boſcobel,. where in his Flight trom 
Wiggan to Worceſter, he met with a truſty 
Perſon, and where there was great con- 
veniency of Concealment.This being agreed 
to, Mr. Gifford who knew the way beſt, 
was appointed to conduct him thither 3 
but he propoſing to carry him firſt to 
IWhite-Ladies, a houſe about half a mile 
from Boſcobel, where he might repoſe him- 
ſelf a while, and then take farther Re- 
{olutions, this was conſented to, and 


. thither they immediately repaired, and 


were readily entertained by George Penadrel 


the youngeſt of tine five Brethren. By this 


time the King found himſelf extream 
hungry and very much tired with his long 
and haſty march, and here it was that he 
rubbed his hands and face with the {oot of 
the Chimney, had the locks of his hair d1l- 
orderly cut off, and was ſtripped of his 
blew Ribbon, buff Coat and other Princely 
Ornaments, which to prevent a diſcovery 
were buryed under Ground, and his Caſe

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now was not imparallell to his Great Ance- 


{tor Robert Bruce King of Scotland, who. for 


tear of Edward 1. King of England, was 
forced to ſculk in the High-Lands, and 
there to live for a time more like a Brute 


Bcaſt then a Man, much leſs a Prince,-as 
we have noted towards the beginning of 
this Hiſtory, The Kings fhne' Shirt was 
alſo exchanged for a courſe Canvals one 
borrowed of one /#artm , and a fuit of 
Cloaths anſwerable to it , of Richard

{twas not above an hour after his going 


into the Wood before a. Troop of the 
Parliaments Horſe came to Whyite- Ladhes 
to look after him ; But being told by the 
Towns-men that a Party of Horſe had 
been there about three hours before, bur 
haſted away, they made no ſtay but went 
upon the purſuit ; which being told to 
the King he would- not adventure to come 
into the houſe ont of the Wood all day; 
where he was miſerably wet with the 
heavy Rain that fell , and where about 
noon R:chard's Siſter brought him a meſs 
of Milk, mixt with Eggs and Svgar,'in a 
black earthen Diſh, and the King gveſling 
It to be Milk 'and Apples, ſaid he loved 
It very well. In the Evening, he Icft the 
Wood, and with the brothers and Francis 
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Yates their Brother-in-law went to R:chard 
PendrelPs Houle, under the name of one 
Wiltam Tones a Wood-Cutter, newly come 
thither for Work , where he had Bacon 
and Eggs for ſupper.. When he had re- 
freſh'd himſelf a little, 'he departed that 
mght to Mr. IWolfs at Madelcy with 
Richard only in his' Company, tlie'reit of 
the brethren taking their leave of him ; 
and Yates {nppoſing' he wanted Money 
offered him thirty Shillings , which was 
all he had, of which the King took only 
Ten. As they Journyed on towards the 

tforeſaid - place he met with an odd en- 
counter, which put them into no ſmall 
fright at a place called Evelimg-Mill; for 
the Milter, who, as it afterward appear'd, 
was a Royaliſt, had then in his Houle, ſome 
Conſiderable Perſons of the Kings Army; 
thar had ſheltered themielves there in their 
Flight from Worceſter, and being allarmed 
by Richard's ſuffering a gate to clap, through 
which he paſſed, and boldly demanding 
who was there ; Richard fearing he had 
purſued them, quited the way 1n/great haſt, 
and waded through a little Brook, and the 
King therenpon doing the like, followed 
him only by the ratling of his leathern 
Breeches, by which means they eſcaped the 
Miller, who not knowing but they were 
Enemies, was as glad to be rid of them, as 
they were to ſhun him. OE 

When they came to Mr. Wolf's Houſe, 
the Family was a bed, but upon Richard's

knocking, the Daughter came to the door 
and they were admitted in; and ſome Re- 
freſhment the King had here, but the fear of 
his Enemies would not let him reſt 1n this 
Houſe,and ſo he retired to an adjacent Barn 
as to a place leſs lyable to the danger of a 
ſarprize. During his ſtay there, he conſulted 
with Mr. Wolf about his going into Wales, 
but finding upon enquiry the ſtrict guard 
that was kept every where, he was adviſed 
to retire to Boſcobel houſe, as the moſt re- 


| tired place in all thoſe parts, which he did 


the night following ; But in the mean time 
his Hands and Face not appearing ſufficient- 
ly diſcoloured, Wolf bathed them in a de- 
coction of Wallnut leaves, as the readieſt 
expedient for that purpoſe. When Richard 
and he came to Boſcobel, which was about 
three next morning, the King was left in 
the Wood, while Richard went in to ſee if 
there were any Soldiers there, and finding 
none but Collonel Careleſs, who was fled 
thither from Worceſter Fight for ſhelter, he 
tells him of the Kings arrival, who went 
immediately out to conduct him ip ; where 
he fed heartily on Coarle Bread and Cheeſe, 
and a Poſlit, which as a rarity was made by 
Wilkam Pendrelf's Wie, of thin Milk and 
ſmall Beer ; and after Supper, his feet be- 
ing extream dirty and very much gall'd with 
travelling, he was forced to waſh them, and 
for want of Shooes to wear, whilſt his own 
were dryed, they were neceſſitated to punt 


hot embers into them, to dry them a little 
Y I it 
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whilſt his feet were a waſhing. Afrer the 
King had refreſt himſelf, he was adviſed by 
the Collonel to retire to the Wood again 
as the ſafeſt place, where he aſcended to- 
gether with the Collonel into an Oak, 
thence-forward called the Royal-Oak, where 
he ſtayd moſt part: of the day ; but in the 
Evening he returned back into the Houſe, 
and was conducted by W:lliam to the ſame 
place where the Earl of Derby had former- 
ly been fecured, which he liked fo well,that 
he reſolved during his ſtay there to truſt to 
it only, and to go no more into the Oak. 

But one of the Pendyels going on the S4- 
turday following to Shefnall,he met with one 
of the Parliament Colonels, who was in 
fearch for the King, and who coming to 
underſtand where Pendrell lived, examined 
him ſtrictly abour it, laying before hint 
the reward of a Thouſand Pounds, if he 
made a Diſcovery , and alſo the Penalty of 
Concealing the King, which was Death 
without Mercy. ; all which Pendrell, upon 
his return at Night, acquainted the King 
with, whereat he was not a little terrified. 
But the Collonel-and Pexrdrell, upon their 
Aſlvrance of his Safety. did a little com- 
fort him; and that night the King Supped 
upon no common dainty, which was a dit} 
of Chickens, prepared by Dame Joan (as he 
called her ) Richard's Wite : After Sup- 
per, when a little Bed was put into the Se- 
cret. place where the King was to lye, the 
Collonel asked him, Whar he would pleaſe

do, and particularly Henry 8. and Queen 
Elizabeth : 'This action I think was as un- 
paralleFd as any can. be found in our Eng- 
liſh Annals. It was indeed a Charge againſt 
Mary Queen . of Scots, that ſhe would have 
ratiaferred her Right of Succeſſion to the 
Engliſh Crown to |the then King of Spain 
Phil 2. hut that if true, was giving away 
what was not in her power to diſpole of ; 


and much ſuch another Donation as that of 


the Pope's to: the Emperor Charles, of the 
Kingdom of Mexico, tho with 'a different 
fate to both Narions : but here was neither 


Donation, force, nor any vilible neceſlity, 
but a voluntary act in King Charles to the 


ineſtimable damagezof England, as has been 
but too ſenſibly felt to this very day. 

You muſt note that the gazing World 
ſtood a little while amazcd at the ſtrange 
Revolution in England by the King's eafie 
and pacifick Reſtoration, and with what 
tranſports of Joy he was received by. the 
Nation, then in a moſt Warlike poſture, 
and as much dreaded by our Neighbours, 
and particularly by the French, who had 
tormed deſigns for an Univerſal | Monarchy 


But now they were put toa ſtand to lee, 


what ſuch a mighty power, and apparent- 
ly laſting Settlement in England would pro- 
duce; yer. finding at lengrh that here al! 
thoughts of Military glory and extention 
of Dominion ſeemed wholly to be laid a- 
ſide, and all the ſeverity of the preceding 
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times, daily degenerate to the Lyxuries of 
an Efteminate Reign ; they began to rea\- 
ſame their former delign, and to proſecute 
the foundation Cardinal Rze#lieu had lazd 
for them. But that they might make ſure 
work on't, and ſee that they made a true 
judgment of the Engliſb affairs, they reſol- 
ved to try ſuch an Experiment as would 
throughly decide the matter, and what 
muſt that be but overtures for the buying 
of Dunkirk ; which ſucceeding as aforgſaid, 
according to their wiſhes, raiſed their hopes 
higher than ever of attaining thejr ends. 
And becauſe they knew well enough that 
the Engliſh were a powerful People by Sea, 
and that while they retained the Soveraign- 
ty of it, 1t would be a hard rub in their 
way, they joyn their {trength with the 
Dutch to diſpute the Nominjon of it with 
5 ; but the Dutch wer? as unfortunate in 
their Allyance in the firſt Dutch War, as 
the Engliſh were in the ſecond, when they 
joyned with them againſt the Dutch ; for

The People of England were no more 
ſatisfied before with their imaginary happt- | 


neſs jn the King's Reſtoration'; but they 
were now, upon the ill management of 
Afﬀeairs, the much Treaſure that had been 
ſpent to {o little: purpoſe, and more eſpe- 


cially upon our Conjnction with the 


French, to the manifeſt hazard of the Pro- 
teſtant Religion,as well as the Civil Rights 
of Europe, as much uneaſie and {uſpitious of 
the Court-proceedings: And it did not a 
little incenſe them that the French made 
ſuch a Progreſs in Flanders, and got all by 
Land, while we got nothing but Blows at 
Sea ; and therefore the Houſe of Commons 
on the 31, of Odober 1673. Voted that 
conſidering the preſent State of the Nati- 
'tjon, they would not take into further 
Conſideration, any Aids or Charges upon 
the Subjec&, except it 'did appear that the 
obſtinacy of the Dutch did render it neccſ- 
ſary, nor before the Kingdom ſhould be 
effectually ſecured from Popery and Popiſh 
Counſels, and other Grievances redreſſcd : 
which procedure thunder-ſtruck the King 
and - his Frenchihed Council, 1o as that a 
Peace with the Dutch was quickly hucdled 
up ; and fo he then ſet up for a Mediator 
ET Of 
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of Peace between the reſt, and the Treaty 


ſpun out to a very great length at Nime-' 


guen ; and was at laſt concluded after ſome 


years Conferences without King Charles 
conſent by Beverning the Dutch Agent; 


which ſpared him a labour of entring into 
an atual War with France, as the Parlia- 
ment would have had him; and to which he 
was as unwilling as he had been before for- 
ward in his engaging againſt the Dutch, a: 
Proteſtant State, The remainder of his ſuc- 
ce2ding Reign was as uneaſie to himſelf 
and to the Nation, upon the account firſt of 
the Popiſh Plot, the many endeavours to
